At  a  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  begun  and  held  in 
tlie  city  of  Springtield,  on  Monday,  the  7th  day  of  January,  in  the  year 
of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-one,  being  the  first 
eession  of  the  twenty-second  General  Assembly,  the  members  of  the 
Senate  met  in  the  Senate  Chamber  at  11:15  a.  h. 

Mr.  John  II.  Adams,  of  Stephenson  county,  said :  "  Gentlemen  of 
the  Senate,  owing  to  the  death  of  Gov.  Bissell,  the  Lieutenant  Governor 
having  bec:ome  Goveraor,  it  now  becomes  necessary  for  the  Senate  to 
choose  a  Chairman;  therefore,  according  to  custom,  I  nominate  Mr, 
Euykendall,  he  being  the  oldest  member,  for  temporary  Chairman."

The  Governor  returned  to  the  Senate  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  in  rela- 
tion to  the  binding  of  the  laws,"  with  his  objections ;  which  were  in  the 
words  and  figures  following,  to-wit : 

I  return  to  the  Senate  a  bill,  which  originated  therein,  entitled  "An 
act  in  relation  to  the  binding  of  the  laws."  This  bill  was  withheld,  by 
my  predecessor  in  ofBce,  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  for 
further  advisement.  It  is  very  evident  that  it  was  passed  under  a  mis- 
apprehension of  facts.  The  number  of  copies  of  the  laws  which  it  au- 
thorizes to  be  bound  separately  is  not  sufficient  for  the  distribution 
which  other  laws  require  to  be  made  throughout  the  State,  or  which  the 
public  necessity  demands.  It  is  also  in  conflict  with  other  enactments, 
made  at  the  last  session,  rcfquiring  a  certain  number  of  copies  of  the 
statutes,  reports,  etc.,  to  be  deposited  with  the  ''Chicago  Historical  So- 
ciety" and  the  "State  Historical  Society."  I  have  no  hesitation,  under 
these  circumstances,  of  returning  it  to  the  Senate  with  my  veto.

I 
therefore  return  the  bill  with  my  veto.

Whereas,  in  the  formation  of  »the  constitution  of  the  United  States, 
certain  powers  were  delegated  to  the  Federal  Government,  and  all 
others  were  expressly  reserved  to  the  States  or  to  the  people ;  and 
whereas  the  powers  thus  delegated  were  such  only  as  affected  the  gen- 
eral welfare  of  the  whole  Union,  without  interfering  with  the  domestic 
affairs  of  the  people ;  and  whereas  the  relation  of  master  and  slave,  as 
it  exists  in  fifteen  states  of  the  Union,  "under  the  laws  thereof,"  is 

{mrely  domestic  and  not  federal  in  its  character,  and  the  power  of  regu- 
ating,  restraining  and  protecting  the  same  is  vested  in  the  local  govern- 
ments under  whose  authority  the  relation  exists,  and  not  in  the  federal 
government,  whose  constitution  confers  upon  Congress  no  power  over 
the  subject  except  to  provide  for  the  surrender  of  fugitives;  and  where- 
as experience  has  shown  that  whenever  Congress  has  attempted  to 
interfere  with  the  question  of  slavery,  whether  it  be  to  prohibit,  regulate 
or  maintain  the  same  anywhere,  sectional  strife,  alienaticm  and  discord 
have  ensued,  and  whenever  Congress  has  retrained  from  such  interfe- 
rence fraternal  feeling  and  domestic  tranquillity  have  been  restored ; 
and  whereas,  laws  have  been  passed  by  some  of  the  states  of  this  Union, 
in  violation  of  rights  clearly  conferred  by  the  constitution  of  the  United 
States,  and  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  the  laws  of  the  United 
States  have  been  resisted  by  mobs  and  states  invaded  to  entice  away 
slaves  and  produce  rebellion  and  insurrection  among  them ;  and 
whereas  the  relation  of  master  and  slave,  recognized  by  the  laws  of 
some  of  the  states  of  this  Union,  sanctioned  by  the  founders  of  our  gov- 
ernment and  guaranteed  in  the  constitution,  has  been  denounced  as  bar- 
barous by  prominent  leaders  of  a  sectional  party,  and  in  its  platform  of 
1856,  and  by  the  pulpit  and  press,  and  the  people  taught  to  believe  that 
the  laws  of  congress,  passed  in  pursuance  of  the  constitution,  may  bo 
disregarded  and  resisted  at  pleasure,  in  case  the  same  are  not  apj^roved  by 
their  consciences;  and  whereas  the  recent  attempts  by  sectional  parties, 
north  and  south,  to  keep  the  agitation  of  the  slavery  question  perpetu- 
ally in  Congress  (the  one  with  tlie  view  of  abolishing  and  prohibiting 
slavery  everywhere  in  the  territories,  and  the  other  for  the  purpose  of 
introducing  and  protecting  it  in  all  the  territories,  regardless  of  the

wishes  and  interests  of  the  people  thereof)  have  produced  an  "irre- 
pressible conflict"  between  the  slavehold.ni^  and  nonslaveholding  states 
upon  the  theory  that  '"a  house  divided  against  itself  cannot  stand,"  and 
^'that  this  government  cannot  endure  permanently  half  slave  and  half 
free;"  and  tliat  the  agitation  must  be  kept  up  in  Congress  and  the  con- 
flict [)rosecuted  with  vigor  until  the  states  "become  all  one  thing  or  all 
tlie  other" — all  tree  or  all  slave ;  "old  jis  well  as  new — north  as  well  as 
south;"  and  wliereas  the  promulgation  of  such  a  conflict,  taken  in  con- 
nection with  the  election  of  its  author  to  the  Presidency  of  the  United 
States  by  votes  exclusively  fnmi  one  section  of  the  Union,  has  filled  the 
people  of  the  other  section  with  such  indignation  and  apprehensions  for 
the  safety  of  their  domestic  institutions,  their  tiresides  and  family  altars 
as  tf>  prepare  them  to  rush  madly  into  revolution,  secession,  civil  war  and 
all  its  horrors,  in  resistance  to  what  they  deem  a  cruel  and  unholy  ci*u- 
6a<le  against  their  liberties  and  safety  ;  and  whereas  ^^bloody  conflict  of 
untold  horrors  and  endless  duration,  betweeti  the  people  of  eighteen 
states  against  fifteen  sister  states,  seems  inevitable,  carrying  with  it  the 
disruption  of  the  Union  or  the  reduction  of  sovereign  states  to  the  abject 
condition  <»f  conquered  provinces,  held  by  no  other  tie  than  military 
desfHUistn,  unless  the  matters  in  controversy  can  be  amicably  adjusted  upon 
the  basis  of  such  mutual  concessions  as  will  banish  the  slavery  question 
from  the  halls  of  Congress  and  the  arena  of  federal  politics  forever, 
placing  it  beyond  the  reach  of  congressional  action  for  the  purpose  of 
either  prohibiting,  regulating  or  protecting  it  anywhere  in  opposition  to 
the  wishes  of  the  people  interested  in  it,  and  leaving  every  separate 
jM»litical  community  free  to  form  and  regtilate  their  domestic  institutions 
to  suit  themselves,  subject  to  no  other  limitations  than  those  imposed 
by  the  constitution  of  the  United  States;  therefore, 

1.  Be  it  resolved  by  the  Se7\ate^  the  Home  of  Rejyreseiitaiives  concurring 
herein^  That  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  was  intended  to  be  a 
bond  of  PERPETUAL  UNION  bctweeu  the  people  of  all  the  states  forming 
it  or  becoming  parties  to  it  in  pursuance  of  its  provisions. 

2.  7iW>/tW,  That  the  people  of  Illinois  can  never  acknowledge, 
recognize  or  countenance  the  constitutional  right  of  any  state,  or  any 
portion  of  the  people  thereof,  to  secede  from  or  dissolve  their  connec- 
tion with  the  Union  without  the  assent  of  the  other  parties  to  the  com- 
pact. 

8.  Resolved^  That  the  federal  government  is  clothed  with  the  power 
ami  duty  of  using  all  the  means  necessary  to  the  faithful  execution  of 
all  laws  made  in  pursuance  cf  the  constitution,  in  the  mode  and  manner 
therein  prescribed.  / 

.  4.  ReHfflveit^  That  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  constitution  has  pro- 
vi.le<l  for  its  own  amendment,  whenever  experience  shall  prove  amend- 
nients  to  be  necessary,  and  that  no  less  than  twelve  difterent  amend- 
ments have  already  been  made,  at  different  times,  as  they  were  found 
to  l>e  essential  to  the  harmonious  and  efticient  action  of  the  governmentj; 
and  in  view  of  the  farther  fact  that  such  conflicting  and  hostile  opinions 
are  now  entertained,  in  different  sections  of  the  country,  in  respect  to 
the  pf)wer  and  duty  of  the  federal  government,  upon  the  subject  of 
slavery,  as  threaten  the  disruption  of  the  Union,  it  is  but  reasonable  and 
jost  that  such  additional  and  explanatory  amendments  should  be  made 
—3 
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to  the  constitution  as  will  banish  the  slavery  agitation  from  the  halls 
of  Congress  and  the  arena  of  federal  politics  and  put  an  end  to  all  con- 
troversy in  regard  to  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  federal  government 
in  respect  to  African  slavery,  and  thus  restore  peace  and  tranquility  to 
the  country  and  insure  the  perpetuity  of  thp  Union ;  and  that  inasmuch 
as  all  efforts  by  Congress  to  settle  the  present  difKculties  by  legislation 
or  proposing  amendments  to  the  constitution,  to  be  ratified  by  the  states, 
have  failed,  leaving  but  one  other  method  known  to  the  constitution  to 
adjust  the  national  difficulties,  by  peaceable  means,  we  are  in  favor  of 
the  calling  of  a  convention  for  proposing  amendments  to  the  constitu- 
tion, as  provided  in  article  5  thereof,  believing  as  we  do.that  the  people 
are  attached  to  the  Union,  and  that  the  delegates  to  a  convention  would 
be  elected  with  direct  reference  to  the  question,  and  thus  fully  and  fair- 
ly reflect  their  will. 

5.  Hesolved^  J'hat  no  political  organization  deserves  the  confidence 
of  the  American  people  whose  leaders  and  members,  preferring  party 
to  country,  and  the  unity  of  their  party  organization  to  the  union  of  the 
states,  will  rush  madly  into  civil  war,  fraternal  strife  and  disunion,  in 
preference  to  a  fair  and  honorable  compromise,  founded  on  such  mutual 
concessions  of  pride  and  opinion  as  are  consistent  with  the  rights  of  all 
the  states  and  may  be  essential  to  the  existence  of  the  federal  Union.

A  message  from  the  Governor,  by  Mr.  Tilsou,  his  private  Secretary  : 

Mr.  Speaker:  I  am  directed  by  the  Governor  to  lay  before  the  Senate 
a  printed  communication ;  which  was  read,  as  follows : 

Oentlemen  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Illinois  : 

It  is  a  matter  of  personal  regret  to  me,  and  a  deprivation  to  the 
State,  that  the  gjifted  statesman  and  gallant  soldier,  whom  four  years 
JO  you  placed  in  the  executive  chair,  no  longer  guides  your  councils. 
jaA,  he  lived — from  his  long  association  with  public  affairs,  his  iiftimate 
knowledge  of  our  political  history,  his  personal  experience  during  an 
almost  completed  term  of  service,  aided  by  tluit  clear,  prompt,  practical 
intellect,  for  wliicli  he  was  distinguished — we  might  now  derive  much 
more  of  valuable  suggestion  and  advice.  But  although  he  has  gon5 — 
stricken  from  his  high  place  in  the  noon  of  manhood  and  in  the  midst 
of  his  labors — he  has  impressed  liis  strong  character  upon  the  most 
noted  periods  of  our  state  history,  and  his  name,  and  fame,  and  services 
will  long  retain  our  regard  and  pride — illustrating,  as  they  do,  the  rare 
union  of  high  civil  capacity  with  brilliant  military  renown. 

We  have  just  passed  through  a  political  contest  which,  owing  to 
local  causes,  aroused  a  higher  excitement  and  evoked  a  more  anlei»t 
personal  feeling  among  ourselves  than  any  previous  struggle  of  which 
our  state  has  been  the  theater. 

It  is  a  gratifying  evidence  of  the  law-abiding  character  of  our  people 
— of  their  trust  in  the  justice  of  our  institutions — that,  throughout  this 
long  and  stirring  canvass.  ])eace  prevailed  in  all  our  borders — freedom 
of  discussion  was  everywhere  allowed — the  right  of  every  man  to  his 
own  opinions  and  action  was  unquestioned — and,  when  the  contest 
closed,  all  deferred  to  the  result,  C(»nscious,  as  the  intelligent  American 
must  always  be,  that  a  patriotic  obedience  to  the  law  forms  the  only 
safeojuard  for  public  prosperty  and  private  lmi)piness. 

Providence  has  £:iven  us  other  and  manv  causes  for  thankfulness, 
during  the  past  year.  Health  has  been  our  fortunate  portion — the 
various  forms  of  labor  have  realized  a  fitting  reward — the  generous 
soil  has  yieldr^d  an  abundant  harvest — our  schools  have  prospered  and 
scattered  abroad  the  seeds  of  future  usefulnes*^ — our  cities  show  a  steady 
advance  in  wealth  and  strength — our  vast  prairies,  so  late  a  waste,  are 
being  overspread  with  the  fruits  of  industry — our  numbers  have  more 
than  doubled,  during  the  last  ten  years ;  witli  a  rapidity  hardly  credible 
we  have  risen  to  the  fourth  rank  among  our  sister  states,  and  well  may 
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lit»i^e,  with  our  mighty  energies  as  3'et  scarcelj  started  into  action,  that 
Tu»  iJistant  da}'  will  see  us  challenging  eonipetition  with  the  proudest  of 
this  ctmttdeiacy.  A  state  so  blessed,  so  vigorous  in  its  youth,  only 
needs,  at  the  hands  of  its  rulers,  a  liberal  yet  prudent  guidance,  to 
aeiiieve  the  highest  influence  and  distinctitm. 

The  public  debt,  once  pressing  so  heavily  upon  us,  paralyzing  our 
eiiergiej*,  turning  desired  immigration  away  by  aj)prehension8  which 
onr  genial  clintate  and  inviting  soil  could  noi  dissipate,  has  ceased  to  be 
a  burden,  and  is  in  the  process  of  rapid  removal.

The  entire  amount  paid  into  the  state  treasury,  on  all  accounts,  during 
the  last  two  years,  is  $3,300,035  54 — the  more  detailed  statement  of 
which  will  be  fimnd  in  the  treasurer's  report. 

Notwithstanding,  gentlemen,  the  gratifying  evidences  of  our  great 
social  prosperity,  an  unquestioned  credit,  a  plethoric  treasury  and  a 
future  of  the  fairest  promise,  our  immediate  linancial  situation  is  full  of 
embarrassment. 

The  leading  object  of  those  who  framed  the  present  state  constitu- 
tion, and  of  succeeding  Legislatures,  was,  by  a  system  of  strict  econo- 
my and  special  application  of  revenue,  the  relief  of  tho  state  from  the 
difficulties  in  which  she  had  been  involved  by  previous  wild  and  im- 
provident legislation.    The  result  has  been  a  restoration  of  credit,  a 
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diminution  of  debt,  a  vastly  increased  population  and  a  wonderful  pro- 
gre&fi  in  all  the  essentials  of  power  and  influence.  Yet  that  same  pru- 
dential policy,  which  aided  the  movements  of  the  feeble  child,  now 
cramps  the  energies  of  the  growing  giant.  With  our  elevation  and 
advance  come  wants  of  corresponding  magnitude  and  importance,  de- 
mands pressing  on  all  sides,  far  beyond  our  immediate  ability  to  meet. 
A  reference  to  the  report  of  the  treasurer  will  show  that  the  sum 
received  into  the  state  treasury,  during  the  last  two  years,  exceeds 
$3,300,000.  Of  this,  the  revenue  fund,  for  paying  the  general  expenses 
of  government,  and  subject,  also,  to  all  appropriations  of  a  general  or 
special  nature  amounted  to  less  than  $700,000.  Indispensable  im- 
provements in  the  process  of  construction,  important  institutions  requir- 
ing constant  support,  orust  all  be  fed  from  this  source  ;  while  alongside 
accumulates  an  enormous  fund,  devoted  to  special  objects,  the  chief  of 
which  is  the  extinguishment  of  a  debt  which  we  are  compelled  to  force 
into  presentation  for  payment.  There  is  no  ground  for  estimating  any 
increase  in  the  revenue  fund  during  the  coming  two  years,  while  the 
calls  for  aid,  all  urgent,  and  most  of  them  reasonable,  will  far  exceed 
the  fund  from  which  they  must  be  drawn.  I  hope,  gentlemen,  that 
vou  will  be  able  to  devise  some  equitable  solution  of  this  difficulty 
llklucb  of  it,  no  doubt,  originates  in  the  defective  nature  of  our  revenue 
laws,  and  more,  perhaps,  in  the  incomplete  execution  of  those  laws  by 
the  county  officials.  Let  me  recommend  to  your  consideration  the  sug- 
gestion contained  in  the  auditor's  report  upon  this  subject.  Could  a 
partial  refunding  of  our  debt  be  practicable,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  save 
to  ourselves  the  ditterences  growing  out  of  such  a  transaction,  it  would 
aid  us  much  in  the  management  of  our  resources. 

The  development  of  the  agricultural  resources  of  the  state  demands 
the  respectful  consideration  of  the  Legislature.  We  are  and  must  long 
remain  essentially  an  agricultural  people.  Wonderful  as  the  produc- 
tions of  our  soil  have  hitherto  been,  a  mere  glance  at  the  vast,  unbroken 
prairies  of  our  state  is  sufficient  to  demonstrate  that  we  have  scarcely 
more  than  begun  to  produce.  No  equal  contiguous  area,  so  well 
adapted  to  producing  the  prime  necessities  of  human  life,  can  be  found 
beyond  our  borders.  As  the  representative  of  this  great  industrial 
interest,  founded  on  similar  associations  in  the  various  ct)unties,  is  the 
state  agricultural  society,  now  just  entering  upon  the  ninth  year  of  its 
existence.  The  annual  exhibitions,  the  biennial  publication  of  its  trans- 
actions, its  museimi,  library  and  correspondence  are  so  many  channels 
fur  the  diffusion  of  useful  knowledge  to  the  farmer  and  mechanic.  The 
true  economy  of  legislation,  having  for  its  object  the  fostering  of  this 
and  similar  enterprises,  will  not  admit  of  question. 

During  the  last  summer  the  alarming  prevalence,  in  several  of  the 
eastern  states,  of  plenro-pneumonia,  or  cattle  disease,  and  urgent 
ap{>eals  addressed  to  me  by  leading  agriculturists,  induced  me  to  appoint 
a  commissioner  to  inquire  into  the  same,  and  report  such  precautionary 
measures  as  might  be  available  in  protecting  the  state  from  its  visita- 
tions. I  therefore  authorized  Dr.  McFarland,  of  Morgan  county,  to 
investigate  the  subject,  and  communicate  to  me  such  information  as  he 
could  acquire  from  personal  examination  in  the  infected  localities,  and 
from  such  other  sources  as  were  within  his  reach.    The  results  of  that 
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examination  were  made  public  in  ray  proclamation  of  22d  June,  18G0; 
and  I  recommend  an  ap|)ropriation  Biitticient  to  defray  tlie  expenses 
al tending  said  commission. 

The  Geological  Survey  of  the  State,  instituted  some  nine  years  since, 
has  been  steadily  and  it  appears  faithfully  executed.  The  report  of  the 
State  Geologist  gives  evidence  of  competency,  labor  and  accuracy. 
Certificates  of  gentlemen  eminent  in  science  indicate  that  a  valuable 
additicm  has  been  herein  made  to  geological  knowledge,  and  testify  to 
the  method  and  care  with  which  the  commi6si(m  has  been  conducted. 
The  publication  of  this  report,  in  a  form  commensurate  with  the  impor- 
tance attached  to  it  by  those  competent  to  judge,  would  throw  much 
valuable  light  upon  the  mineral  resources  of  the  State— demonstrating 
the  vastness  of  our  hidden  wealth,  and,  by  interchange  with  similar 
publications,  add  largely  to  the  facilities  of  our  State  Lihrary. 

A  personal  inspection,  during  the  past  season,  of  the  Penitentiary 
now  erecting  at  Juliet,  enables  me  to  speak  in  emphatic  commendation 
of  the  quality  of  the  work  already  done,  and  to  express  my  confidence 
in  the  jadicious  and  humane  supervision  which  is  exercised  over  the 
convicts  there  confined.  A  large  appropriation  will  be  demanded  to 
complete  this  prison,  which,  when  finished,  can  hardly  be  surpassed  in 
the  country,  either  in  the  perfection  of  its  design  or  the  substantial 
manner  of  its  construction.  And  here  let  me  suggest,  not  in  reference 
to  this,  but  to  all  appropriations  you  may  see  fit  to  order,  that  care  be 
taken,  where  large  amounts  of  money  are  to  be  issued  during  an 
extended  period  of  time,  that  the  appropriations  be  so  restricted  as  to 
prevent  tlie  accumulation  of  too  large  a  number  of  warrants  against  an 
unprepared  treasury.  To  the  amendments  in  the  criminal  law,  urged 
by  the  Superintendent  of  the  Penitentiary,  your  careful  attention  will 
be  directed. 

The  condition  of  our  charitable  institutions,  so  far  as  their  reports 
have  reached  me,  realizes  our  highest  expectations.  Those  of  our 
unfortunate  fellow-citizens  helpless,  or  partially  so,  from  a  deprivation 
of  sight,  or  8|)eech,  or  hearing,  or  afflicted  by  that  still  more  grievous 
calamity,  loss  or  derangement  of  intellect,  demand  the  utmost  consider- 
ation  and  sympathy;  which,  lam  happy  to  say,  has  been  freely  ren- 
dered in  the  past,  not  only  by  munificent  appropriations  of  money  and 
judicious  applicati(m  of  the  same,  but  also  shown  in  the  selection  of 
competent  and  conscientious  officials.  The  reports,  in  detail,  from 
these  institutions,  will  convey  to  you  a  better  idea  of  their  situation 
than  I  can  render  in  this  general  communication.  That  of  the  Blind 
Asylum  shows  that  appropriations  of  the  two  years  past  were  anifdy 
sufficient,  and  no  additional  special  aid  is  required.  The  Insane  Asyhna 
desires  a  small  amount,  to  conclude  improvements  almost  com])leted, 
and  which  unquestionably  are  requisite;  and,  also,  a  much  larger  snm 
to  carry  on  works  now  in  a  partial  state  of  advancement.  Wliile  it  is 
much  to  be  desired  that  all  these  charitable  facilities  be  perfected,  these 
matters  must  be  determined  by  you,  on  a  comparison  of  the  exigencies 
of  the  case  with  the  ability  of  the  treasury.  The  report  from  the  Deaf 
and  Dumb  Asylum  has  not  been  received,  but  I  have  reason  to  believe 
the  general  condition  of  this  institution  is  satisfactory. 
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Tlie  Illinois  and  Mieliij^an  Canal  makes  a  good  exhibit  of  its  affairs 
during  the  past  two  years.  A  steady  and  reasonable  revemie,  some 
useful  and  permanent  improvements,  and  a  gradual  decrease  of  its 
debt,  which  has  been  reduced,  from  canal  receipts,  since  its  opening,  in 
1848,  as  shown  in  the  present  report,  ^5,085,409  88. 

Our  present  banking  law  was  attempted  in  1851.  Under  it,  at  tlie 
present  time,  one  hnndred  and  ten  banks  are  in  operation,  having  a 
circulation  of  $12,320,064,  seemed  by  de})0hit  with  the  Auditor  of 
§18,980,971.  By  far  the  greater  portion  of  this  money  circulates 
within  our  own  State,  and  here  it  is  the  ahnost  exclus^ive  currency. 
Much  desire  has  been  felt  and  expressed  that  steps  be  taken  by  this 
Legislature  to  place  our  currency  o^i  a  more  available  basis — to  so  vary 
the  system  that  a  higher  credit  Uiay  be  given  to  our  money  abroad,  and 
the  heavy  discounts  noAV  made  againj^t  us  be  consequently  avoided. 
Among  tlie  many  plans  proposed,  whicli  will  doubtless  be  laid  before 
you,  having  these  and  other  improvements  in  view,  it  is  ahnost  impos- 
sible t«»  suggest  any  pmject  of  partial  amendment  which  may  not 
jeopardize  existing  advantages.  Better,  probably,  would  it  be,  if  the 
securities  originally  and  now  were  restricted  to  the  stocks  of  our  own 
State  and  tlu^se  of  the  United  States,  as  less  liable  to  fluctuation  in 
value,  and  more  within  our  immediate  control.  Whatever  action  you 
may  take  in  this  matter,  let  it  be  with  reference  to  the  whole  people  of 
the  State,  bearing  in  mind  that  no  tinancial  system,  however  strong, 
can  safely  receive  a  violent  shock;  and  keeping  in  view,  also,  the 
ol  jects  for  which  the  present  system  was  framed.  So  large  had  been 
our  loss,  in  early  times,  by  the  State  being  flooded  with  the  issues  of 
distant,  unknown,  and,  in  many  instances,  totally  irresponsible  banks, 
that  it  becrme  the  leading  idea  of  our  legislators  to  create  a  circulating 
medium  within  ourselves  which  would  answer  all  the  demands  of 
internal  triitiic,  hold  a  representative  value  f.morg  our  own  citizens,  and 
be  ultimately  secure  for  its  face  to  the  holders.  To  this  last  extent  it 
Las  succeetJed.  Of  the  fourteen  banks  that  have  been  withdrawn  from 
existence  during  the  last  nine  years — some  voluntarily,  others  by  for- 
feiture under  the  law — in  every  instance,  save  one^  there  has  been  a 
complete  redemption,  dollar  for  dollar,  of  their  entire  circulation;  and 
in  the  single  exceptional  case,  but  the  trifling  loss  of  three  per  cent. 
was  sustained  on  final  settlen:ent.  These  facts  are  worthy  of  your 
attention,  and  should  be  steadily  regarded  while  considering  the 
improvements  on  our  existing  policy  which  the  business  interests  of 
the  State  seem  imperatively  to  demand.  The  banking  policy,  adopted 
by  popular  vote,  should  be  sedulously  guarded  by  the  General  Assem- 
bly, and  the  most  rigorous  measures  taken,  while  preserving  the  system 
which  the  people  have  indorsed,  to  guard  that  system  from  abuse,  and 
to  check  all  evasions,  all  misconstructions  of  its  intent  and  spirit,  a8 
well  as  language — holding  these  institutions  closely  accountable  for  the 
use  of  the  privileges  which  the  people  have  placed  in  their  hands. 

The  constitution  provides  tliat  the  Legislature  shall  divide  the  State 
into  Senatorial  and  Representative  districts  every  five  years,  basing  its 
apportionment  alternately  on  the  State  census  and  that  of  the  United 
States.  The  United  States  census  of  1861  is  now  completed,  and  so 
Boon  as  it  is  oiiicially  made  public,  and  the  population  of  lllLnoifl  ascer- 
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tained,  it  will  be  your  duty  to  divide  the  State  into  twenty-five  senato- 
rial, and,  should  our  numbers  exceed  one  million  tive  hundred  thousand, 
as  tliey  undoubtedly  will,  into  eighty-iive  representative  districts.  Also, 
under  the  same  information,  to  divide  the  State  into  as  many  districts 
as  we  shall  be  allotted  members  of  Congress. 

The  vote  on  the  question  of  calling  a  convention  to  revise  the  consti- 
tution was  probably  carried  in  favor  of  such  revision.  The  failure  of 
the  constitution  to  provide  for  the  counting  of  such  vote  has  left  me 
unable  to  state  the  result  with  precision. 

Among  the  many  subjects  demanding  your  attention  is  that  of  reor- 
panizing  our  Militia.  The  present  is  a  &y6tem  of  defects.  The  law  is 
jnoperative  in  many  portions  of  our  State,  and  has  no  perfect  applica- 
tion anywhere.  I  need  not  dwell  on  the  high  importance,  in  a  govern- 
ment like  ours — having  but  a  small  standing  army,  and  depending,  fur 
its  protection,  upon  the  valor  and  devotion  of  its  citizen  soldier} — of 
fostering  and  encouraging  tluit  great  safeguard  of  our  liberties.  Other 
States,  long  since  discarding  the  system  under  which  we  professiedly 
act,  of  universal  conscriptive  enrollment,  have  adoptetl,  with  eujinent 
success,  that  of  voluntary  organizations.  I  recommend  a  conipleto 
reconstruction  of  our  present  military  plan — dividing  the  State  into 
three  divisions:  battalion,  regimental  and  brigade  formations,  construc- 
ted of  the  volunteer  companies  in  the  several  divisions;  and  the  mo^t 
liberal  legislative  encouragement  be  given  to  the  formation  of  the  latter 
throughout  the  State.  I  trrst  these  suggestions  will  induce  in  you  an 
early  and  efKcient  action.  It  is  needless  to  speak  of  the  militaiy  spirit 
inherent  in  our  people.  That  has  been  tried  and  proven;  and,  shuuld 
exigencies  arise,  we  may  be  sure  that  its  future  exhibition  will  be  the 

I)ertect  reflex  of  its  past  glory.  There  is,  scattered  over  the  State,  a 
argo  amount  of  arms,  of  all  kinds,  which  should  be  within  the  know- 
ledge and  under  the  control  of  the  State  authorities.  Some  steps  must 
be  taken  to  collect  these,  and  suitable  arrangements  made  for  their 
deposit  and  future  safe  keeping. 

This  survey  of  the  great  interests  which  claim  the  thoughtful  care  of 
the  Legislature  would  not  be  complete  without  special  notice  of  the 
condition  and  prospects  of  our  beneHcent  system  of  public  instruction. 
While  at  no  former  periiKl  of  our  history  as  a  State  has  the  cause  uf 
comuion  schools  progressed  as  rapidly  as  during  the  past  few  years,  it 
must  be  obvious  to  all  that  never  before  was  there  such  imperative  need 
of  large  accessions  to  the  aggregate  of  public  intelligence  and  virtue. 
To  strengthen  these  inestimable  safeguards  of  state  and  national  pros- 
perity ;  to  train  our  children  and  youth  to  revere  the  institutions  of  their 
country;  to  understand  and  respect  the  lasvs;  to  become  useful,  upright 
and  loyal  citizens — this  is  the  broad  i)rovince  and  high  prerogative  of 
cur  common  and  normal  schools.  No  interests  of  trade,  commerce  and 
finance  can  be  more  nearly  related  to  the  present  and  luture  welfaie  of 
this  Commonwealth.  It  affords  me  great  pleasure  to  report  the  steady 
advancement  of  this  important  department  of  the  public  service.  1  ask 
for  it  the  earnest  and  liberal  regard  of  the  General  Assenibly. 

It  is  highly^  important  that  an  appropriation  be  made  sufiicicnt  to 
properly  furnish  and  repair  the  Executive  Mansion.  This  has  been 
needed  for  some  time  past,  and  each  month  of  delay  will  increase  the 
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amonTit  of  labor  and  money  necessary  to  ho  applied  there.     Your  early 
acrioii  in  this  will  be  conducive  of  econoni}'*. 

I  cannot  omit  from  this  coinnmnication  favorable  mention  of  those 
State  otHeials  whom  the  people  have  recently  chosen  to  the  responsible 
po^ts  which  they  had  previously  so  worthily  tilled.  The  system  shown 
in  their  several  departments,  and  their  practical  acquaintance  whh  the 
basiness  of  the  State,  is  fully  commensurate  with  the  great  interests 
they  control. 

While  p:issing  away  from  the  position  which  I  have  briefly  held,  it  is 
a  satisfacti<m  to  know  that  my  place  will  i)e  tilled  by  a  gentleman  whose 
acknowledged  capacity  and  enlarged  experience  aitbrd  us  every  guaran- 
tee that  the  interests  of  the  State  will  be  etKciently  guarded. 

In  view  of  the  wild  excitement  pervading  some  portions  of  our  Con- 
feljracy,  and  the  anxiety  with  which  the  whole  country  looks  to  the 
future,  I  feel  impelled  to  present  what  1  believe  to  be  both  your  senti- 
m3nts  and  yo'.ir  duty  in  this  important  period  of  our  country's  history. 
We  have  a  pride  in  the  fact  that  the  choice  of  the  people  of  the  United 
States,  as  their  chief  magistrate  for  the  next  four  years,  has  fallen  upon 
an  eminent  citizen  of  our  own  State;  and  I  am  not  assuming  too  much 
fur  the  patriotism  of  my  fellow-citizens  to  say,  that  as  the  IState  of  Illi- 
nois legally,  constitutionally,  in  its  electoral  college,  unanimously  voted 
fur  Abraham  Lincoln,  as  President  of  this  Kepublic,  so,  with  a  like 
unanimity,  will  the  people  of  Illinois,  when  the  President  elect  takes 
tlie  solemn  oath  to  "  preserve,  protect  and  defend  the  constitution  of  the 
United  States,"  also  resolve  to  preserve,  protect  and  defend  the  consti- 
tutionally chosen  authorities  of  the  nation  in  the  performance  of  those 
obli<i:ations  which  the  nation  has  placed  in  their  hands.  The  people  of 
Illinois  deem  the  constitution  which  clasps  these  States  as  no  temporary 
bond,  to  be  worn  and  loosed  at  will ;  but  as  an  eternal  covenant,  framed 
\y\  wise  and  patriotic  men,  fraught  with  all  our  past  glory — all  our  pres- 
ent happiness — all  our  future  hope — and  bequeathed  as  a  sacred  trust, 
demanding  our  unceasing  eftbrts  for  its  protection  and  perpetuation. 
We  can  imagine,  in  the  severance  of  this  government,  no  advantage  to 
u',  to  our  countrymen,  to  humanity,  that  would,  in  the  least  degree, 
compensate  for  the  flood  of  evils  that  must  pour  in  upon  us  in  sucli  an 
event.  If  grievances  to  any  ))ortion  of  our  Confederaticm  have  arisen 
within  the  Union,  within  the  Union  let  them  be  redressed.  If  unctm- 
stitntional  laws,  trenching  upon  the  guaranteed  rights  of  any  of  our 
sister  States,  have  found  a  place  upon  our  statute  books,  let  them  be 
removed.  If  prejudice  and  alienatiim  towards  any  of  our  fellow-coun- 
trymen has  fastened  upon  our  minds,  let  it  be  dismissed  and  forgotten. 
Let  us  be  just  to  ourselves  and  each  other — allowing  neither  threats  to 
drive  ns  from  what  we  deem  to  be  our  duty,  nor  pride  of  opinion  pre- 
vent us  correcting  wherein  we  may  have  heen  wrong.  Demands  are 
being  made,  from  quarters  entitled  to  'espect,  that  laws  tending  to 
obstruct  the  operation  of  Federal  .authority,  conflicting  with  the  consti- 
tutional rights  and  jarring  upon  the  feelings  of  other  States,  should  be 
re{>eale*l.  If  Illinois,  either  by  inadvertence  or  design,  has  passed  any 
such  act,  justice  requires  that  it  should  be  at  once  corrected.  I  am 
induced  to  make  these  observations  by  the  melancholy  fact  that  influ- 
ences are  in  operation  imperiling  the  continued  union  of  these  States. 
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And  at  such  a  period  it  is  scarcely  possible  for  public  men  or  representa- 
tive bodies  to  remain  silent,  even  though  the  mure  expression  of  opinion 
or  declaration  of  purpose  is  all,  for  the  moment,  that  is  within  their 
power.  Speaking  not  merely  for  mj'self,  soon  to  pass  into  a  j)rivate 
station,  but  reflecting  what  I  assume  to  be  the  voice  of  the  whole  people 
of  Illinois,  irrespective  of  l)arty,  as  it  reaches  me  from  all  quarters,  I 
adopt  the  sentiment  of  President  Jackson:  "Tue  Fkderal  Union — Ir 
MUST  BE  PRESERVED.'^  To  whicli  Sentiment  I  trust  you  will  give  formal 
and  emphatic  expression  at  the  earliest  possible  day.  AVhatever  ,may 
be  our  attachment  to  the  locality  in  which  we  reside,  our  first  impulse 
of  loyalty  is  to  the  Federal  Union.  This  confers  upon  us  all  our  dig- 
nity, honor,  prosperity  and  safety.  Remove  from  us  that  protective 
strength,  and  no  other  agency  can  euj)ply  its  k)8s.  Deeply  must  we 
regret  that,  in  any  quarter,  distrust  should  exist  of  either  ihe  benelicent 
operation  or  the  substantial  power  of  the  Federal  Constitution.  It  is  to 
this  feeling  that  we  must  attribute  a  great  part  of  the  dangers  and 
uncertainties  that  envinm  us.  The  clidd  that  begins  by  doubtin*^ 
parental  wisdom  and  aliection,  soon  learns  to  scorn  all  advice  and  rebel 
aicainst  all  authoritv;  and  the  citizen  who  allows  distrust  and  disaffec- 
tion,  however  slight,  toward  the  constitutional  government,  to  creep 
into  his  mind,  is  gradually  borne  to  a  position  of  hostility  to  the  laws, 
and,  linall.y,  connnitted  to  the  doctrines  of  secession,  revolution  and 
treason.  Let  us  avoid  all  such  tendencies  at  once;  and,  while  lirmly, 
yet  temperately,  vindicating  the  policy  w-hich  our  conscience  suggests 
and  our  judgment  approves,  permitting  no  appliances  to  move  ns  from 
what  our  self-respect  demands,  let  us  not  for  (»ne  instant  doubt  the  power 
of  the  constitution  to  protect  and  defend  itself  and  us.  Adherence  and 
devotion  to  that  constitution,  in  its  simple  majesty,  as  our  fathers  made 
it,  untouched  and  unchanged,  will  carry  us  through  all  the  present  dan- 
gers, and  enable  us  to  pass  to  the  future  the  noble  S])octacle  of  a  happy, 
harmonious,  united  liepublic.  JOHN  WOOD.

And  it  appearing  that  Richard  Yates  had  received  a  plurality  of  all 
the  votes  cast,  for  Governor,  and  Francis  A.  Hoffman  a  plurality  of 
all  the  votes  cast,  for  Lieutenant  Governor,  the  honorable  Speaker  of 
the  House  of  Representatives,  in  the  presence  of  both  Houses  of  the 
General  Assembly,  announced  that  "Richard  Yates  is  duly  elected  Gov- 
ernor, and  Francis  A.  Hoffman  is  duly  elected  Lieutenant  Governor  of 
the  State  of  Hlinois,  for  the  ensuing  four  years,  from  and  after  Monday 
next." 

Wheieupon  the  jrint  convention  adjourned ;  and  the  honorable  Sena- 
tors repaired  to  their  own  Chamber.

sons who  do  not  now  pay  any  tax  to  aid  in  their  erection ;  and  whereas, 
in  view  of  the  circumstances,  it  should  be  the  policy  of  the  State  to  so 
manage  the  financial  aflairs  as  to  relieve  the  tax  payers  in  every  possi- 
ble way*  and  leave  the  principal  of  the  State  debt  to  be  gradually  dimin- 
ished by  the  proceeds  of  the  Illinois  Central  railroad  and  by  the  sale  of 
the  canal  property,  as  soon  as  it  can  be  done  to  advantage ;  and  whereas 
the  noble  object  sought  to  be  accomplished  by  the  act  of  1843,  to  com- 
plete the  Illinois  and  Michigan  canal,  and  the  acts  supplementary  there- 
to, have  been  so  nearly  attained  that  the  lien  on  the  canal  held  by  cer- 
tain bondholders  as  security  for  the  payment  of  certain  moneys  advan- 
ced to  complete  said  canal,  and  certain  bonds  previously  held,  must  be 
considered  by  said  bondholders  as  entirely  useless,  because  the  bonds 
can  be  sold  in  market  for  a  premium,  which  fact  rendered  the  said  bond- 
holders uninterested  in  the  said  canal — therefore  a  great  question  arises 
whether  parties,  who  have  no  earthly  inter^t  in  the  property  of  the 
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State,  can  or  will  conduct  its  affairs  better  than  can  the  State  by  her  own 
appointed  officers ;  and  whereas,  should  the  canal  be  redeeded  to  the 
State,  the  proceeds  thereof  could  be  appropriated  to  the  payment  of  the 
interest  on  the  State  debt,  and  thus  relieve,  in  some  degree,  the  t^x  pay- 
ers of  the  State ;  therefore,

A  message  Irom  the  House  of  Representatives,  by  Mr.  Wayne,  their 
Clerk : 

Mr.  Speaker:  I  am  instructed  by  the  House  of  Representatives  to  in- 
form the  Senate  that  the  House  has  passed  the  following  joint  resolu- 
tion: 

Resolved  hy  the  House  of  Representatives^  the  Senate  (xmcyurrina  herein^ 
That  the  two  Houses  will  meet,  in  joint  session,  in  the  Hall  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,  on  this  day,  Monday,  at  two  o'clock  p.  m.,  for 
the  purpose  of  witnessing  the  inauguration  of  Hon.  Richard  Yates,  as 
Governor,  and  Hon.  Francis  A.  Iloffinan,  as  Lieutenant  Governor  of 
the  State  of  Illinois." 

In  the  passage  of  which  I  am  instructed  to  respectfully  ask  the  con- 
currence of  the  Senate. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Mack, 

Said  joint  resolution  was  read,  considered  and  adopted. 

A  message  from  the  House  of  Representatives,  by  Mr.  Wayne,  their 
Clerk : 

Mr.  Speaker:  I  am  instructed  by  the  House  of  Representatives  to 
inform  the  Senate  that  the  House  is  now  ready  to  receive  tliem  in  joint 
session. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Underwood, 

The  Senate,  preceded  by  their  Speaker,  repaired  to  the  Hall  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,  where  they  met  the  members  and  officers  of 
the  House  in  joint  convention. 

Whereupon  the  oath  of  office  was  duly  administered  to  their  excel- 
lencies, Richard  Yates,  the  Governor  elect,  and  Fi-ancis  A.  Hoffinan, 
Lieutenant  Governor  elect  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  by  the  Honorable 
John  D.  Caton,  the  chief  justice  of  the  supreme  court  of  said  State. 

The  Governor  then  read  to  the  General  Assembly  his  inaugural  ad- 
dress, as  follows : 

To  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Illinois: 

The  duty  of  making  communications  to  the  General  Assembly,  upon 
subjects  requiring  its  action,  more  properly  belongs  to  the  outgoing 
executive,  whose  intimate  connection  with  the  admmistration,  for  a  pe- 
riod of  years,  affords  him  the  benefit  of  that  observation  and  experienoe 
necessary  to  a  true  understanding  of  the  condition  and  wants  of  the 
State,  and  of  the  character  of  legislation  most  needed  to  continue  and 
advance  its  prosperity. 

In  the  providence  of  God,  the  distinguished  occupant  of  the  Guber- 
natorial chair,  who  four  years  since  was  installed  into  office,  was,  on  the 
21  st  of  March,  of  the  last  year,  called  to  his  final  account.  The  ready 
promptings  of  my  own  heart  and  the  proprieties  of  the  occasion  admon- 
ish me  not  to  omit  to  bear  my  testimony  to  the  great  ability,  imshrink- 
ing  fidelity  and  lofly  patriotism  with  which,  under  the  severest  trials  of 
bodily  affliction,  he  discharged  the  duties  of  his  position.  Indeed,  I 
may  say  that  none  can  remember  the  lamented  Bissell,  except  in  aeso- 
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dation  with  the  highest  and  noblest  traits  of  our  humanity,  most  happi- 
ly blending  in  his  character  all  the  shining  qualities  of  the  christian  citi- 
zen, tlie  gallant  soldier  and  the  able  statesman,  and  reflecting  the 
highest  credit,  at  home  and  abroad,  upon  the  State  to  which,  with  un- 
B^sh  devotion,  he  gave  his  talents,  his  energies  and  his  life. 

It  is  gratifying  to  know,  however,  that  during  the  remnant  of  his 
term,  the  executive  duties  have  devolved  upon  one  of  her  distinguished 
citizens,  who  for  many  years  has  enjoyed  the  entire  confidence  of  the 
people  of  the  State,  as  possessing,  in  an  eminent  degree,  that  enlarged 
experience,  practical  knowledge  and  great  integritv,  which  entitle  liis 
recommendations  to  the  highest  weight.  The  able  message  he  has 
submitted  to  you,  and  in  the  suggestions  of  which  I  c<5ncur,  relieves  me 
from  any  elaborate  presentation  of  the  various  measures  which  he  has 
submitted  to  your  consideration.  • 

As  a  commonwealth,  the  favorable  auspices  under  which  her  legisla- 
tors have  assembled  ;  the  health  and  prosperity  which  surrounds  us  on 
every  hand ;  all  the  blessings  of  a  high  civil,  social  and  religious  civili- 
zation, demand  unfeigned  manks  to  God,  "who  is  the  author  of  every 
good  and  perfect  gift ;"  and  as  one  of  the  States  composing  our  highly 
Hivored  nation,  now  threatened  with  dangers  alarming  to  the  patriot, 
we  should  humbly  recognize  our  dependence  upon  that  superintending 
Providence  whicn  guided  our  fathers  in  their  struggles  for  national  ex- 
istence, and  in  all  our  past  illustrious  career ;  and  with  whose  continued 
favor  we  may  ever  remain  a  great  and  united  people,  in  the  full  enjoy- 
ment of  all  tne  blessings  of  republican  liberty  and  national  happiness 
and  prosperity. 

The  recent  census  of  the  United  States  reveals  a  degree  of  advance- 
ment in  the  population  of  the  State  of  the  most  gratifying  character. 
Her  growth  has  not  been  by  any  ordinary  process ;  but,  setting  all 
example  at  defiance,  she  has  marched  forward  with  a  bound  to  the 
proud  position  of  the  fourth  State  in  the  Union ;  and  now  imperial 
wealth,  power  and  position,  beyond  the  possibility  of  recall  or  change, 
are  hers,  and  hers  forever !  fn  the  space  of  five  years  only,  our  popu- 
lation has  advanced  from  1,306,576  to  1,719,496.  A  commonwealth  of 
fewer  years  than  he  who  now  addresses  you,  now  numbers  a  population 
more  than  half  as  large  as  that  of  all  the  colonies  when  they  entered 
upon  the  revolutionary  struggle  with  Great  Britain.  She  counts  her 
wealth  by  the  hundred  millions;  she  counts  among  her  citizens  four 
hundred  thousand  who  can  bear  arms,  and  more  than  double  that  num- 
ber of  children  attend  her  free  schools. 

The  State  has  had  her  embarrasments,  but  they  have  only  served  to 
teach  the  useful  lesson  of  economy  in  the  administration  of  the  govern- 
ment, to  demonstrate  the  sturdy  integrity  of  her  people  and  establish 
her  character  for  good  faith  and  credit  throughout  the  world. 

In  1842,  one  of  my  predecessors,  in  view  of  the  embarrassments 
which  visionary  schemes  of  internal  improvement  and  reckless  private 
speculation  had  brought  upon  us,  was  forced  to  the  humiliating  admis- 
sion that  the  State  was  in  debt  seventeen  millions  of  dollars ;  the  do- 
mestic treasury  in  arrears  for  the  ordinair  expenses  of  the  government 
three  hundred  and  thirteen  thousand  dollars ;  auditor's  warrants  selling  j 
at  fifty  cents  to  the  dollar ;  and  that  "not  one  dollar  was  in  the  treasury, 
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even  to  pay  postage  to  and  from  the  public  offices."  A  sadder  picture 
could  scarce  be  orawn ;  and  yet,  to  the  honor  of  the  State,  in  these 
darkest  hours,  when  the  dread  alternative  of  taxation  too  intolerable  to 
be  borne  on  the  one  hand,  or  disgraceful  repudiation  on  the  other, 
stared  them  in  the  face,  her  people  never  faltered.  The  suggestions  ol 
timid  councils,  that  increased  taxation  would  drive  our  citizens  from 
the  State  and  prevent  emigration  to  it,  however  well-grounded  they 
seemed  to  be,  were  ineflectual  to  deter  a  high-spirited  people  from  the 
path  of  integrity  and  the  policy  of  a  true  greatness,  in  1848  the 
people,  by  their  own  vote,  imposed  upon  themselves  a  tax  of  two  mills 
to  pay  the  principal,  and  one  and  a  half  mills  to  pay  the  interest  on  the 
public  debt.  With  the  resolution  and  energy  of  a  young  Hercules,  the 
State  put  the  load  on  her  shoulders,  and  how  gallantly  she  has  borne  it 
letlier  bonds,  commanding  a  premium,  and  her  credit,  high  throughout 
the  world,  answer.  Instead  of  expelling  our  citizens  from  the  State  in 
great  numbers,  as  was  anticipated,  it  only  riveted  them  more  strongly 
to  her  fortunes ;  and  instead  of  deterring  the  emigrant  from  seeking  a 
home  within  her  borders,  it  only  inspired  him  with  a  desire  and  deter- 
mination to  cast  his  lot  among  a  people,  whom  no  temptations  could  cor- 
rupt and  no  clouds  of  financial  gloom  discourage,  it  is  now  a  most 
pleasant  retrospect  for  the  people  of  the  State — a  signal  example  to  at- 
test the  great  truth  that  the  public  honor  and  a  true  greatness  are  com- 
patible alone  with  public  justice  and  integrity. 

With  regard  to  railroads,  for  which  the  State  debt  was  principally 
incurred,  individual  entei-prise  and  private  capital  have  been  so  success- 
fully applied,  that  even  the  dreams  of  1837  have  been  more  than  real- 
ized, in  1852,  the  State  had  only  ninety-five  miles  of  railroad ;  now 
she  has  completed  and  in  successful  operation  twenty  nine  hundred 
miles :  more  than  twice  the  length  of  miles  of  that  system  which,  in 
1837,  was  ridiculed  as  the  "  mammoth  system." 

In  the  progress  of  railroad  construction,  the  State  has  been  peculiarly 
favored  by  her  geographical  position.  It  is  a  central  power  in  the 
northwest,  and  the  great  highway  of  national  travel.  It  has  been  the 
crossing  ground  over  which  the  great  commercial  emporiums  of  the  east, 
in  sending  out  their  iron  arms  to  the  four  quarters  of  the  continent, 
have  found  their  way  to  the  Mississippi,  to  Lake  Michigan,  and  the  heart 
of  the  northwest.  JsTew  York  and  Eoston,  establishing  their  pioneer 
routes  along  the  shores  of  the  lakes,  found  their  way  across  our  northern 
border.  Philadelphia  found  her  direct  route  upon  the  parallel  of  forty 
•degrees  through  the  interior  of  our  state ;  and  Baltimore,  in  her  long 
reach  to  St.  Louis,  traverses  our  extreme  southern  border.  And  now, 
with  almost  numberless  roads,  traversing  the  State  in  every  direction, 
developing  the  illimitable  fertility  of  our  immense  area,  and  clothing 
our  prairies  with  fair,  cultivated  fields,  and  garden^,  and  orchards,  and 
rising  cities  and  villages,  who  shall  predict  the  future  agricultural  wealth 
or  assign  limits  to  the  grand  destiny  of  the  State  of  Illinois?  We  may 
reasonably  expect  that  manufactories  of  all  kinds  will  continue  to  spring 
up  in  our  cities  and  villages  to  a  good  degree ;  but  it  is  most  emphatic- 
ally here^  upon  these  rich  plains,  ready  for  the  plow,  that  agriculture 
shall  have  her  millenium,  and  reap  harvests  such  as  the  world  never 
saw.   And  we  may  reasonably  infer,  that  if,  in  the  space  of  eight  yeara,

the  State  has  grown  to  be  the  third  railroad  State  in  thef  Union,  at  the 
end  of  the  next  decade,  she  will  take  her  rank  as  the  first ;  and  who, 
then,  shall  limit  her  aspirations  not  only  to  the  first  railroad  state,  but 
the  empire  State  of  the  Union. 

DISTBIOTTNO  THE  STATE. 

Upon  the  subject  of  dividing  the  State  into  Senatorial  and  Represen- 
tative districts,  and  also  into  Congressional  districts,  I  most  earnestly  re- 
commend that  the  same  be  done  with  the/  strictest  reference  to  the  con- 
venience of  the  people  and  the  natural  geography  of  the  State,  consult- 
ing the  contiguity  and  adaptation  of  counties  so  as  most  fairly  to  reflect 
the  popular  will,  and  without  the  slightest  reference  to  the  success  of 
this  or  that  party.  A  system  aiming  at  mere  party  advantage  is  much 
to  be  deprecatea,  and,  moreover,  would  and  ought  to  redound  to  the  in- 
jury of  any  party  aiming  to  secure  such  partial  legislation. 

THE  ILLINOIS  AGEIGULTUBAL  SOCIETY. 

The  fostering  hand  of  the  Legislature  should  be  continued  in  behalf 
of  a  society,  which  observation  and  experience  have  shown  to  be  one  of 
the  most  effective  agencies  in  developing  the  agricultural  resources  and 
the  mechanical  industry  of  the  State.  Especially  should  this  be  the  case 
in  a  State,  whose  chief  interest  is  in  the  cultivation  of  the  soil.  Agricul- 
ture is  truly  regarded  as  the  foundation  of  all  other  callings :  when  it 
prospers,  all  must  prosper,  when  it  fails,  all  must  fail.  It  affords  employ- 
ment to  near  four-fifths  of  our  population ;  it  is  the  parent  of  commerce; 
supplies  its  freights  and  exchanges ;  it  builds  and  freights  our  railroads; 
it  swells  the  sails  of  our  ships  on  the  ocean ;  sets  the  wheels  of  ma- 
chinery in  motion ;  reclaims  tne  wilderness,  and  pushes  forward  the  car 
of  settlemefit  and  civilization.  He  is  certainly  no  statesman  who  does 
not  study  the  interests  and  bearings  of  labor  upon  the  body  politic,  and 
hold  out  to  it  all  reasonable  stimulants,  honors  and  emohiments.  And  as 
it  is  the  object  of  this  society  and  its  auxiliaries  to  give  greater  profit  and 
dignity  to  labor,  to  bring  tlie  agency  of  science  and  invention  to  its  afd, 
to  render  the  earth  more  productive,  more  beautiful  and  more  conven- 
ient to  man,  to  increase  the  revenue  of  the  State  itself  by  enhancing  the 
amount  and  value  of  its  taxable  property,  it  is  eminently  worthy  of 
Kberal  encouragement 

The  officers  of  this  society  for  the  past  years  of  its  existence,  and  its 
present  board,  are  men  who  have  displayed  much  self-sacrificing  devo- 
tion in  the  discharge  of  their  official  duties,  and  are  entitled  to  great 
credit  for  their  magnanimous  efforts  to  place  Illinois  in  the  front  rank 
of  all  the  agricultural  States  of  the  Union.  The  society  is  now  directing 
its  attention  to  the  establishment  of  an  agricultural  museum,  and  the 
secretary  is  at  this  time  visiting  the  different  portions  of  the  State  col- 
lecting specimens  of  grains,  wool,  coals,  minerals,  etc. ;  ascertaining 
modes  of^  cultivation,  average  yield,  adaptations  of  soil,  and  other  usefin 
statistics,  to  be  placed  in  enduring  quarters  of  the  capitol  for  the  obser- 
vation and  improvement  of  all. 
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The  visitor  at  the  last  State  fair  in  Jacksonville,  could  not  fail  to  be 
impressed  with  the  usefulness  of  this  association.  .He  had  before  him 
evidence  of  the  most  gratifying  advancement  of  the  State  in  the  superi- 
ority and  variety  of  the  products  of  the  farm,  the  garden,  the  orchard 
and  the  dairy,  in  the  improvement  of  stock,  in  the  numberless  models 
of  machinery  and  labor-saving  implements,  adapted  to  almost  every 
want  of  man,  displaying  ingenuity  and  skill  higlily  creditable  to  the 
mechanical  andiuventive  genius  of  the  people,  and  showing  how  many 
minds  are  in  ceaseless  thought  to  promote  the  comforts  of  man. 

THE   STATE  BENEVOLENT  INSTITUTIONS. 

The  reports  of  the  board  of  trustees  for  the  benevolent  institutions  at 
Jacksonville,  the  insane  hospital,  the  school  for  the  blind,  and  the  deaf 
and  dumb  asylum,  will  require  your  attention.  It  is  gratifying  to  know 
that  these  institutions  have,  in  all  respects,  answered  the  high  ends  of 
usefulness  for  which  they  were  established.  It  is  true  that  a  wise  and 
discriminating  economy  is  necessary  to  the  prosperity  of  every  com- 
monwealth, but  still,  a  public  policy  having  no  reference  to  the  unfor- 
tunate children  of  the  State,  would  be  immeasurably  incomplete  and 
unjiist. 

This  is  an  era  of  progress,  and  we  justly  boast  of  our  advancement 
in  christian  civilization,  in  science  and  the  arts,  but  the  crowning  glory 
of  the  age  is  that  true  philanthropy,  which  aspires  to  the  elevation  of 
the  unfortunate,  the  suffering  and  the  indigent,  to  the  highest  state  of 
social  position  and  usefulness  of  which  they  are  capable. 

Therefore,  placing  the  means  of  cure,  relief  and  education,  within  the 
reach  of  these  sad  children  of  misfortune,  is  an  object  worthy  the  Legis- 
lator's aim.  This  great  commonwealth,  as  it  moves  majestically  onward 
in  all  the  elements  of  power  and  wealth,  may  justly  point  to  its  tem- 

Eles  of  State  endownent  and  benevolence  as  monuments  of  a  wise  legis- 
ition,  and  every  tax  payer  may  rejoice  that  he  has  contributed  some- 
thing, be  it  ever  so  little,  to  objects  so  sacred,  humane  and  just. 

SCHOOL  FOE  IDIOTS. 

Of  a  kindred  character  to  this  subject,  I  desire  to  recommend  a  rea- 
sonable appropriation  for  the  establisnment  of  a  school  for  the  training 
of  idiots.  My  predecessor,  Gov.  Bissell,  in  his  two  last  messages, 
warmly  commended  this  subject,  but  it  has  thus  far  failed  to  be  acted 
upon  to  the  disappointment,  there  is  reason  to  believe,  of  citizens  in  all 
parts  of  the  State  where  this  class  are  to  be  found. 

Of  our  American  population  it  is  estimated  that  one  in  a  thousand  is 
so  deficient  in  physical  and  intellectual  development  as  to  be  unfit  for 
training  in  our  ordinary  schools.  Indeed,  it  has  been  supposed,  until 
lately,  that  they  were  incapable  of  instruction  altogether. 

Well-tried  experiments,  no wever,  in  many  of  the  States  and  in  Eu- 
rope, have  demonstrated  that  a  large  portion  of  this  class  is  capable  of 
such  development  as  to  make  them  orderly  and  self-supporting,  instead 
of  helpless  and  dependent 
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It  is  estimated  there  are  1600  persons  of  this  class  in  Illinois,  and 
that  one-third  of  that  number  are,  at  the  j)resent  time,  of  such  an  age 
and  condition  as  to  be  fit  subjects  for  training,  such  as  is  especiallj 
adapted  to  improve  their  condition. 

A  very  moderate  appropriation  is  all  that  would  be  necessary  until 
the  usefulness  of  the  enterprise  was  fully  demonstrated,  and  believing 
that  every  child  of  the  State  has  a  claim  upon  it  for  the  mean*^  of  devel- 
oping his  faculties,  so  as  to  bring  them  into  useful  and  healthy  exercise, 
I  recommend  that  the  appropriation  be  made. 

STATE  LANDS. 

The  State  owns  several  tracts  of  land  known  as  seminary  lands.  Se- 
veral thousand  acres  of  those  lands  are  in  Cook  county,  now  in  occupa- 
tion of  German  families,  who  have  been  in  possession  for  ten  or  fifteen 
years,  and  not  knowing  the  exact  position  of  the  lands  they  have  made 
extensive  improvements  upon  the  same.  The  lands,  it  is  belived, 
ought  to  be  brought  into  market,  giving  the  occupants  some  kind  of 
preemption  right,  providing  they  pay  a  fair  price  tor  the  same.  I  am 
informed  that  such  a  measure  would  greatly  relieve  a  large  number  of 
worthy  families,  while  the  interest  oi  the  State,  it  is  believed,  would 
not  suffer  thereby. 

EDUCATION. 

For  a  view  of  the  practical  workings  of  the  common  school  law,  and 
the  past,  present  and  prospective  condition  of  our  beneficent  system  of 
public  instruction,  I  must  refer  you  to  the  biennial  report  of  the  State 
ouperintendent.  That  report  reveals  the  gratifying  fact  that,  amid  all 
the  hindrances  incident  to  a  system  so  recently  inaugurated  in  this 
Commonwealth,  and  to  a  period  of  great  financial  depression,  the  vast 
interests  of  popular  education  have  kept  steadily  advancing,  and  the 
results  thus  far  have  more  than  vindicated  the  \yisdom  and  justified  the 
expectations  of  those  humane  and  patriotic  friends  of  the  cause,  who, 
less  than  six  years  ago,  secured  the  adoption  of  the  first  free  school  sys- 
tem of  Illinois. 

The  prudent  and  conservative  policy  recommended  by  the  superin- 
tendent has  my  hearty  approbation.  While  the  workings  of  the  law 
may,  perhaps,  be  improved  by  slight  modification  in  some  particulars, 
it  is  not  deemed  expedient  to  aisturb  any  of  the  cardinal  features  of  the 
system  at  the  present  session  of  the  General  Assembly.  The  suggestion 
of  the  report,  that  it  is  better  to  bear  for  a  time  witn  minor  imperfec- 
tions, until  experience,  that  sure  criterion  of  the  wisdom  and  adequacy 
of  any  legislative  policy,  shall  have  demonstrated  the  necessity  and 
character  of  fundamental  changes,  and  prepared  the  public  mind  for 
them,  than  to  unsettie  the  system,  impair  its  etticiency  and  perplex  its 
(fficers  by  frequent  changes  and  hasty  legislation,  cannot  be  too  earnestly 
oommended  to  your  consideration.  The  present  system,  as  a  whole,  is 
working  well ;  and  since  ife  principles  and  the  duties  of  school  officers, 
and  the  manner  of  performing  them,  have  been  explained  and  applied 
in  the  clear  and  practical  expositions  and  instructions  contained  in  the 
ofSdal  circulars  of  the  Supenntendent,  complaints  respecting  the  obsca- 
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rities  of  the  law,  and  dissatisfaction  with  its  leading  provisions,  have,  as 
I  am  informed,  steadily  and  rapidly  diminished.  A  spirit  of  general 
acquiescence  in  the  practical  operations  of  the  system  prevails  through- 
out the  State,  and  the  opinion  is  very  generally  expressed  that  no  radical 
changes  in  the  act  should  be  attempted  at  this  time. 

The  Normal  University,  standing,  as  it  does,  at  the  head  of  the  free 
school  system,  and  established  to  prepare,  here  at  home,  upon  the  soil  of 
our  •wn  State,  a  corps  of  well-trained  teachers  for  the  common  schools 
of  the  State,  should  continue  to  receive  the  fostering  care  of  the  Legis- 
lature. 

The  relations  of  the  University  to  the  ultimate  success  of  the  whole 
scheme  of  education  must  commend  its  interests  to  the  favorable  regard 
of  those  who  look  for  the  highest  development  of  the  latter.  The  spe- 
cial professional  training  of  teachers  is  no  longer  an  experiment ;  both 
its  wisdom  and  necessity  have  been  established  by  the  educational  his- 
tory and  experience  of  the  most  enlightened  states  of  Europe,  as  well 
as  ot  our  own  country.  With  the  largest  and  most  completely  equipped 
normal  school  building  in  the  United  States,  a  corps  of  faithful,  scientific 
and  energetic  teachers,  and  a  philosophic  and  comprehensive  course  of 
study  fully  inaugurated,  the  university  is  prepared  to  enter  upon  a  career 
of  great  and  rapidly  increasing  usefulness.  The  views  in  the  superin- 
tendent's report  in  relation  to  this  institution  have  my  entire  approval, 
and  are  respectttilly  commended  to  your  notice. 

The  wisdom  of  tne  policy  which  established  the  department  of  public 
instruction,  as  a  co-ordinate  branch  of  the  State  Government,  can  no 
longer  be  questioned.  The  unparalleled  development  of  the  educational 
interest  of  the  State,  since  the  adoption  of  the  present  system,  is  abun- 
dant, demonstrating  that  every  system  of  agencies  must  have  a  recog- 
nized head,  to  render  its  operations  harmonious  and  efficient.  In  no 
department  of  the  State  is  this  more  needed  than  in  the  difficult  and 
complicated  duties  connected  with  public  instruction.  .  It  gives  variety 
and  strength  to  the  whole  frame-work  of  the  system,  while,  by  his  power 
of  advice,  interpretation  and  pacific  intervention,  the  superintendent 
assists  the  local  officers  in  their  duties,  harmonizes  conflicting  interests 
and  opinions,  avoids  litigation,  and  thus  saves  the  useless  expenditure  of 
a  large  amount  of  money.  This  view  is  confinned  by  the  concurrent 
testimonies  of  educational  men  from  every  part  of  the  State.  Conside- 
rations of  economy  and  efficiency,  and  an  enlightened  regard  for  the 
welfare  of  the  educational  interests  of  the  State,  which  are  second  to 
none  in  importance,  not  only  require  the  continuance  of  the  department 
of  public  instruction,  as  now  organized,  but  increased  facilities  for  doing 
its  appropriate  work.  The  labors  of  the  office  are  onerous,  and  must 
necessarily  increase  with  the  expansion  of  the  system. 

The  present  incumbent,  finding  himself  compelled  to  choose  between 
the  neglect  of  some  of  his  official  duties  and  the  use  of  his  private  means 
to  enable  him  to  perform  them,  has  not  hesitated  to  adopt  the  latter 
alternative.  This  is  unworthy  of  the  great  State  of  Illinois.  Provision 
should  be  made  by  law  for  clerk-hire  and  for  necessary  traveling  expenses 
when  engaged  in  strictly  official  business. 

The  suggestions  of  the  report  relative  to  the  expediency  of  adding  to 
the  effective  force  of  the  department,  so  as  to  reach  and  direct  the  public 
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mind  by  educational  addresses,  and  aflfbrd  useful  aid  in  conductiug  a 
series  of  teachers'  institutes,  etc.,  seem  to  me  to  be  prudent,  practical 
and  economical,  and  are,  therefore,  commended  to  your  favorable  atten- 
tion. 

The  subject  of  school  architecture,  the  evils  which  exist  and  the  rem- 
edy, are  shown  by  the  superintendent  in  a  clear  and  convincing  manner, 
and  should  command  the  consideration  which  their  great  importance 
demands. 

Without  entering  more  into  details,  I  again  commend  the  whole  sub- 
ject of  popular  education  to  your  careful  and  enlightened  regard.  It  is 
a  subject  which  is  apt  to  be  lost  sight  of  by  the  political  economist,  or 
overshadowed  by  the  more  imposing  questions  of  material  growth  and 
progress.  But  it  underlies  our  \f hole  political  system,  far  outweighing 
all  ephemeral  questions  of  commerce  and  finance,  in  its  influence  upon 
the  ultimate  greatness  and  glory  of  the  country. 

I  cannot  close  my  remarks  upon  the  subject  of  this  report  without 
high  commendation  of  the  invaluable  labors  of  the  State  Superintendent 
Those  labors  have  been  arduous  and  diflicult,  but  he  has  discharged 
them  faithfully  and  with  great  ability. 

CHICAGO  HISTOBICAL   SOCIETY. 

A  kindred  subject  to  that  of  education  is  that  of  collecting  and  pre- 
serving the  materials  for  our  past  and  future  history.  This  has  been  so 
fer  done  by  the  Chicago  Historical  Society,  to  which  allusion  was  hith- 
erto made  bv  my  predecessor,  Governor  Bissell.  This  society,  by 
unparalleled  mdastry,  has  already  a  large  collection  of  works  upon  the 
earliest  exploration  and  settlement  of  the  West,  and  especially  of  our 
own  State ;  with  numerous  files  of  newspapers,  some  of  them  dating 
back  to  the  organization  of  the  State  Government,  and  also  many  manu- 
scripts, preserving  the  history  of  early  events,  obtained  from  our  older 
cities.     It  contains,  at  this  time,  a  collection  of  30,000  volumes. 

Tlie  public-spirited  men  who  conceived  and  have  carried  on  this 
enterprise  have  rendered  a  service  for  which  they  deierve  to  be  held  in 
grateful  remembrance  by  ourselves  and  our  posterity.  I  respectfully 
suggest  the  enactment  of  a  law  requiring  the  Secretary  of  State  to  fur- 
nish to  this  sodetv  one  hundred  copies  of  all  documents  printed  by  each 
General  Assembly,  for  the  purpose  of  exchanging  with  other  societie'b 
for  similar  documents  and  other  valuable  wgrks. 

SCIKiraFIO   BUBVEY, 

A  work  has  recently  been  inaugurated  by  the  leading  naturalists  of 
the  State,  which,  if  prospered,  will  doubtless  prove  to  be  of  great 
advantage  to  our  educational  interests.  I  refer  to  the  scientific  survey 
now  going  on  under  the  direction  of  the  Illinois  Natural  History  Soci- 
ety. Large  collections  in  the  various  departments  of  natural  history 
have  been  already  made  within  our  State  limits.  These  specimens  are 
now  beinff  deposited  and  carefully  arranged  in  the  museum  of  the  State 
Normal  Lniversity,  where  they  will  serve  for  purposes  of  instruction  in 
that  institution,  and  will  also  furnish,  as  the  work  goes  on,  new  sources 
of  useful  knowledge  to  our  citizens. 
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THE   CTTRltENOY. 

The  subject  of  the  currency,  so  deeply  affecting  all  the  channels  of 
business  and  trade,  is  perhaps  as  difficult  of  solution  as  any  which  will 
come  before  you.  A  large  majority  of  the  people  are  unfamiliar  with 
the  system  and  details  of  banking,  and  they  place  their  confidence  in 
the  paper  of  banks  from  a  reliance  upon  the  wisdom  and  integrity  of 
their  representatives  in  surrounding  it  with  such  safeguards  as  will 
insure  its  prompt  redemption.  All  classes  have  a  deep. interest  in  this 
question.  What  is  it  they  are  to  receive  for  the  products  of  their  skill 
and  industry  ?  The  question  is  not  now  whether  it  were  better  to  resort 
to  silver  ana  gold  than  to  use  representative  values.  The  currency  is  in 
circulation.  Can  any  measures  be  adopted  by  this  Assembly  which  will 
directly  or  indirectly  ward  off  these  financial  embarrassments,  or  at 
least  mitigate  their  influences  ? 

I  am  aware  that  it  is  a  troublous  question,  and  one  which  has  per- 
plexed the  ablest  minds,  and  is  doubtless  fraught  with  difficulty  in  the 
minds  of  the  most  skillful  financiers  of  your  body.  That  we  ai'e  at  the 
mercy  of  speculators,  stock  brokers  and  panic  makers,  and  subject  to 
great  losses  by  reason  of  fluctuations  in  the  value  of  our  circulation,  the 
past  and  present  experience  of  the  country  fully  confirms. 

I  can  only  suggest  some  measures  which  appear  to  my  mind  worthy 
of  your  consideration,  and  trust  that  the  whole  subject  will  engage  your 
attention,  and  that,  after  a  discussion  of  its  merits,  you  may  wisely 
adopt  such  a  course  as  will  correct  the  evils  from  which  we  sufier. 

I  recommend,  as  an  amendment  to  the  law,  that  banks  should  redeem 
tlieir  circulation  at  some  central  point — Springfield,  for  instance — at 
such  rate  as  will  remunerate  them  for  the  necessary  expense  incurred  by 
this  plan.  What  that  rate  should  be,  I  am  not  prepared  to  say.  That 
this  amendment  might  temporarily  disturb  the  value  of  the  circulation 
will  readily  be  seen,  inasmuch  as  the  practical  effects  would  be  to  bring 
all  upon  equal  terms,  and  those  that  could  not  nor  would  not  comply 
would  be  necessarily  discarded,  and  put  in  liquidation.  The  apprehen- 
sion of  the  forced  sale  of  securities  would,  for  a  time,  disturb  their 
value ;  but  I  apprehend  that  it  would  be  a  system  of  purification,  and 
if  it  should  reduce  our  twelve  millions  of  circulation  very  materially, 
would  not,  in  the  end,  be  an  objection.  Loss  might,  and  probably 
would,  be  incurred  by  billholders  to  some  extent;  but  the  question 
naturally  arises,  whether  they  shall  lose  something  now,  and  hereafter 
gain,  or  be  constantly  losing  ? 

I  recommend,  also,  that  securities  hereafter  to  be  deposited  in  trust 
for  issues  be  restricted  to  Illinois  and  United  States  bonds.  At  an  ear- 
lier date,  many  objections  might  have  been  urged  against  this  provision ; 
but  now  that  our  circulation  is  twelve  millions,  few,  I  presume,  will  be 
disposed  to  complain  should  this  sum  total  receive  no  increase  for  years 
to  come.  As  the  value  of  United  States  securities  has  depreciated  very 
materially  for  the  past  two  weeks,  it  might  not  be  unwise  to  restrict  to 
Illinois  bonds  exclusively ;  but  we  may  reasonably  hope  that  a  new 
administration  wil  place  the  government  debt  upon  such  a  basis  as  will 
command  the  confidence  of  capital  at  home  and  abroad. 
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By  this  policy,  the  bonds  of  our  State  would  be  absorbed  for  bankinar 
purposes,  and  thus  withdrawn  from  market  tx)  a  considerable  extent,  ana 
woald  consequently  be  less  subject  to  rapid  fluctuations  of  value. 

For  additional  protection  to  the  public  and  bankers,  as  well  as  for  the 
satisfaction  of  our  State  officers,  I  would  suggest  the  propriety  of  insti- 
tuting a  quarterly  or  serai-annual  examination  of  their  bonds,  which  are 
deposited  as  securities  for  their  issue. 

As  no  one  will  question  the  integrity  of  our  present  excellent  Auditor 
and  Treasurer,  and  I  feel  assured  that  such  examination  would  be  cor- 
dially approved  by  them,  justice  to  all  demands  that  no  precaution 
should  be  neglected  to  preserve  intact  these  securities. 

I  would  also  recommend  that  provision  be  made  against  illegal  trans- 
fers or  removals  of  bends  from  the  custody  of  the  State  Treasurer,  by 
the  use  of  a  stamp  or  seal,  or  other  identification,  which  would  prevent 
their  being  negotiated. 

Any  imperfection  in  the  law  which  prevents  creditors  of  banks, 
vhether  billholders  or  creditors  in  any  form,  from  recovering  their  just 
daims  from  the  stockholders,  should  be  remedied,  and  the  intent  of  the 
law  with  regard  to  the  personal  liability  of  stockholders  should  be  made 
earolicit  and  unequivocal. 

With  regard  to  the  matter  of  redemption,  inasmuch  as  all  representa- 
tive money  is  more  or  less  valuable,  in  proportion  to  the  expense  of  its 
convertibility,  it  becomes  a  question  of  some  importance  how  much 
latitude  should  be  allowed  for  liberal  dealing  with  tne  banks. 

I  am  not  prepared  to  suggest  any  additional  measure  upon  this  point 
But  should  the  Legislature,  after  a  full  investigation,  find  no  constitu- 
tional objection  to  such  a  change  in  the  existing  law  as  would  compel 
redemption  at  some  designated  point,  the  measure  proposed  would,  in 
my  judgment,  tend  to  refief  from  many  of  our  embarrassments. 

Any  measure  that  can  be  adopted,  improving  the  present  law,  will  be 
appreciated  by  the  people.  Many  radical  changes  might  be  made,  even 
to  the  adoption  of  an  entirely  new  system,  though  I  question  the  pro- 
priety of  such  measures  now.  Too  much  legislation  upon  our  banking 
laws  would,  perhaps,  bo. as  injurious  as  none;  and  in.  view  of  the  fact 
that  but  a  small  loss  has  as  yet  been  sustained  by  the  liquidation  of 
Illinois  banks,  I  am  not  disposed  to  suggest  too  stringent  measures, 
being  well  assured  that  no  legislation  wflf  effectually  prevent  the  evil 
effects  of  financial  panics  originating  in  purely  political  excitement. 

I  readily  confess  to  only  a  partial  investigation  of  this  subject,  as  well 
as  to  little  familiarity  with  the  business  of  banking,  and  therefore  turn 
the  whole  subject  over  to  the  General  Assembly,  composed  as  it  is  of  a 
&ir  representation  of  the  business  talent  of  the  State,  trusting  that  your 
united  wisdom  may  prove  successful  in  providing  in  some  degree  against 
the  heavy  sacrifice  to  which  our  citizens  are  exposed. 

THB  MiunA. 

The  paiticular  attention  of  the  legislature  is  invited  to  the  importance 
of  an  immediate  organization  of  our  militia,  and  the  repeal  of  the  pro- 
mt law  is  recommended.  Under  the  present  system,  all  the  arms 
iaaned  to  this  Btate  by  the  general  government,  representing  a  value  of 
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over  three  hundred  thousand  doUarB,  have  been  lost  beyond  recovery, 
and  we  have  not  to  day  in  the  State,  two  hundred  serviceable  muskets  ; 
and  the  entire  uninformed  militia  of  the  State  will  not  muster  eight  hun- 
dred men. 

The  wisdom  and  experience  gained  in  the  past  has  demonstrated  the 
importance  of  an  eflScient  force  at  the  disposal  of  the  government,  and 
wnile  the  spirit  of  our  institutions  is  justly  hostile  to  a  large  standing 
army,  yet  it  contemplates  the  latent  existence  of  this  force  in  the  people, 
organized  and  effective  as  a  militia.  The  days  have  passed  away  when 
almost  every  man  was  accustomed  to  the  rifle,  and  forced  to  clepend 
upon  it  for  protection  against  savages  and  wild  beasts,  and  when  it  was 
necessary  that  every  cabin  should  be  a  fortress,  and  every  man,  yea, 
every  woman  a  soldier.  Ahnost  every  citizen  then  was  armed.  But 
what  was  then  the  rule,  is  now  the  exception,  and  where  once,  in  case 
of  attack,  a  sort  of  guerilla  warfare  was  resorted  to  from  necessity,  we 
should  now  be  compelled  to  act  in  large  bodies  against  disciplined 
troops,  experienced  officers,  and  aU  the  improved  science  and  machines 
of  war. 

Notwithstanding  the  ardent  ho^es  of  the  lovers  of  peace,  that  the 
progress  of  christian^civilization  would  dispel  the  desolating  scourge, 
yet  even  now,  civilized  Europe  is  the  theater  of  continual  war,  and  tne 
most  enlightened  nations  are  liable  to  contingencies,  in  which  the  append 
to  the  sword  is  the  only  reliance  for  the  defence  of  the  lives  and  pro- 

})erty  of  the  people,  the  maintenance  of  order,  and  the  execution  of  the 
aws. 

Several  df  the  states  have  adopted  the  plan  of  an  active  militia,  con- 
sisting of  volunteer  companies,  which  have  their  annual  encampments 
in  divisions,  brigades,  or  regiments,  to  be  brought  occasionally  into  one 

fraud  State  encampment.  On  these  occasions,  the  troops  receive  the 
enelit  of  extended  marches,  of  thorough  drill  and  discipline,  training 
in  the  habits  of  physical  endurance,  prompt  movements,  manly  bearing, 
and  mutual  reliance,  and  in  the  cultivation  of  that  esprit  de  corps  whiSi 
results  from  military  association.  Massachusetts  to-day  has  a  citizen 
soldiery  of  6000  volunteers,  ready  at  the  beat  of  drum,  to  oppose  itself 
as  a  wall  of  fire  against  foreign  aggression,  or  in  the  enforcement  of  the 
power  and  authonty  of  the  government. 

Therefore,  I  commend  such  a  law  as  shall  secure  an  efficient  organiza- 
tion as  well  as  instruction,  iirmament,  equipment,  and  uniform  of  our 
citizen  soldiery.  Some  organization  based  upon  the  system  of  volun- 
teers, it  is  believed,  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  state,  aside  from  any  pur- 
poses of  war,  because  it  would  encourage  a  system  of  physical  training 
and  the  cultivation  of  a  manly,  independent  spirit  among  our  youth, 
and  raise  up  in  our  midst  a  generation  of  men  taught  to  reverence  the 
law,  accustomed  to  obedience,  and  disciplined  and  qualified  for  service 
in  sdl  emergencies. 

NATIONAL   AFFAIES. 

In  the  present  crisis  of  national  affairs,  there  would  be  little  practical 
utility  in  arguing  the  question  whether  this  party  or  that  is  most  to  be 
blamed  and  held  responsible  for  the  dangers  whidi  threaten  the  coon- 
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try.  "Whether  the  trouble  be  attributable  to  tlie  aggressions  of  slavery, 
to  the  ravings  of  fanaticism,  or  other  provoking  causes,  are  questions, 
ibe  diseussion  of  which  would  only  tend  to  increase  and  aggrevate 
party  differences,  without  allying  the  public  disquiet,  and  would  be 
neither  patriotic  or  prudent.  Yet  it  is  a  truth  of  solemn  import,  that 
in  the  luidst  of  prosperity  unparalleled,  and  on  the  very  occasion  when 
the  President  of  the  people's  choice  is  about  to  be  placed  in  the  chair, 
to  which  he  has  been  constitutionally  elected,  the  loyal  citizens  of  the 
United  States  are  startled  by  treasonable  out-cries  of  secession  and  die- 
nnion,  and  find  themselves  compelled  to  consider  new  difficulties,  re- 
sulting, perhaps  indirectly  from  the  old,  but  more  directly  traceable  to 
an  avowed  hostility  to  any  union  to  the  people  of  the  United  States 
that  is  not  pledged  to  extend  and  perpetuate  tne  institution  of  slavery. 
However,  it  may  be  true  of  the  disaffected  masses,  we  may  safely  say 
of  their  leaders,  that  their  object  is  disunion,  and  that  while  there  is  a 
hope  of  effecting  it,  nothing  less  will  be  likely  to  content  the  men  who 
have  conspired  to  raise  the  storm  that  is  around  us.  It  is  lamentable 
that  such  seditionists  should  have  been  as  successful  as  they  have  been 
in  persuading  their,  constituencies  to  a  course  of  hostile  demonstration 
towards  the  government  of  the  nation ;  and  it  will  be  among  the  most 
difficult  and  delicate  tasks  of  that  government  to  deal  with  the  disorder 
and  prevent  its  mischiefs.  The  fraternal  relation  of  the  states  never 
fihonld  be  forgotten,  and  while  the  supreme  authority  of  the  Union  in 
all  matters  committed  to  it  by  the  constitution,  can  never  be  yielded  to 
any  pressure,  we  may  cherish  the  hope  that  measures  of  coercion  will 
not  become  necessary  to  restore  the  disaffected  to  obedience. 

I  forbear  to  refer  to  much  that  has  been  said  and  done  by  refractory 
leaders  to  inflame  the  diflerences  between  the  populations  of  the  slave 
and  tree  labor  states,  convinced  as  I  am,  that  if  the  people  of  the  South 
could  be  truly  informed  of  tlie  character  of  that  northern  opinion,  which 
has  been  so  misrepresented  to  them  by  designing  demagogues,  they 
could  not  be  induced  to  assail  the  Union,  which  their  fathers  established. 
Fmding  that  all  their  interests  would  still  be  protected,  and  their  rights 
maintained,  they  would  disdain  to  clamor,  because  the  outside  territories 
of  the  Union  were  not  to  be  surrendered  to  a  policy  that  would  retard 
their  settlement  and  postpone  the  era  when  they  might  be  admitted  to 
the  galaxy  of  States. 

It  is  not  true  that  the  result  of  the  late  election  establishes  any  new 
relation  or  principle  in  the  administration  of  the  government,  exposing 
them  and  their  interests  to  new  hazards  and  dangers.  It  is  true  that 
they  have  declared  themselves  politically,  morally  and  socially  opposed 
to  the  extension  cf  slavery  into  territory  now  free,  but  they  have  not 
made  tliis  declaration  in  a  spirit  of  hostility  to  the  people  ol  the  South. 
The  principle  is  older  than  the  Constitution,  has  subsisted  under  and 
ttmiointty  with  the  Constitution  in  every  period  of  its  history,  bearing 
with  it  the  sanction  of  Washington  and  J  enerson  and  their  successors  in 
the  executive  office,  and  the  late  election  has  only  brought  out  its  suo- 
cessful  re-affirmance  by  a  majority  of  the  voters  of  the  Union.  The  de- 
claration by  no  means  discriminates  affainst  the  southern  people. 

It  is  doubtless  very  true,  that  amiast  the  vast  prosperity,  which  in 
oommon  with  the  cidzens  of  the  other  States,  our  southern  brethren 
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have  enjoyed,  the  rewards  to  them  of  the  labor  of  their  slaves  hav« 
greatly  increased,  and  we  should  not  perhaps  be  surprised  that  their  at- 
tachment to  institutions  which  foster  such  labor,  has  become  so  strona 
and  partial  as  to  influence  their  conduct  in  all  political  relations.   Insteaa 
of  regarding  slavery  as  it  was  regarded  in  the  early  periods  of  their  hid- 
tory,  as  an  evil  to  lie  tolerated  from  the  necessity  of  the  case,  with  the 
hope  of  its  ultimate  extinction,  they  now  commend  it  as  a  blessing,  a 
good  to  the  slave  and  the  master,  to  government  and  to  society,  a  perfect 
form  of  civilization,  that  is  to  endure  forever.     On  the  other  hand,  the 
people  of  the  free  States  are  impressed  with  the  belief  that  slavery  is 
wrong  and  is  destructive  of  the  highest  progress  in  religion,  morals,  in- 
dustry and  refinement.     But  this  conflict  of  antagonistic  opinions  is  not 
inconsistent  with  the  permanent  and  prosperous  union  of  the  States, 
because  each  State  is  free  to  cherish  its  preference,  while  the  Fedel^ 
Government  cannot  interfere  or  intrude  upon  the  institutions  peculiar  to 
the  States.     It  is  the  striking  feature  of  our  political  union,  that  while 
each  member  of  the  confederacy  may  exercise  the  sovereign  right  of 
deciding  for  itself  what  its  domestic  institutions  shall  be,  it  may  alao 
have  the  sure  protection  which  the  united  power  of  all  can  give,  against 
enemies  at  home  or  abroad ;  thus  forming  a  sisterhood  of  States,  differ- 
ing as  the  flowers  of  their  various  climates  difler  in  beauty  and  fra- 
grance, but  all  instinct  with  one  sentiment  of  rising  greatness,  and  for- 
ever united  under  one  Constitution,  the  bulwark  of  their  safety,  strength 
and  glory. 

The  institutions  of  the  free  labor  States  are  institutions  of  choice  and 
hearty  preference.    The  people  of  those  States  believe,  and  I  unhesita- 
tingly adopt  the  sentiment,  mat  there  is  ever  between  freedom  and  sla- 
very an  "irrepressible  conflict,"  in  which  slavery  must  decline  and  ulti- 
mately yield.     I  believe  it  cannot  exist  forever.    Die  it  must,  sooner  or 
later;  die,  that  the  philosophy  of  history  may  be  demonstrated;  die, 
that  man's  most  cherished  hopes  may  not  wither ;  die,  that  God's  eter- 
nal justice  may  be  vindicated;  but  it  by  no  means  follows,  that  slav^ 
States  and  free  States  may  not  be  associated  in  the  same  confederacy, 
and  united  under  such  a  wise  Constitution  as  ours,  with  every  ns(ht  so- 
cure  and  every  institution  safe.     It  is  in  the  State  where  slavery  exists 
that  this  irrepressible  conflict  is  going  on,  and  where  freedom  is  finally 
to  triumph ;  not,  it  is  hoped  and  oelieved  by  the  insurrection  of  tlie  slave 
and  the  blood  of  the  master,  but  by  the  voluntary  act  of  the  people   of 
the  slave  States,  at  the  behest  of  an  advancing  civilization.     Suefi   w^as 
tlie  conflict  in  those  States  of  the  Old  Thirteen  which  became  free  by 
their  own  voluntary  emancipation. 

Believing  this,  we  are  conscious  of  no  unkind  feeling  towards  onr 
brethren  in  the  slave  States.  Our  faith  is  strong  as  ever  that  the  pres- 
ent discord  once  settled,  the  utmost  kindness  and  fraternity  may  exist 
between  the  people  of  the  slave  and  free  States,  and  the  era  of  good 
feeling  be  restored ;  the  nation  may  continue  its  triumphant  march  to  hcir 
giand  destiny — ^the  free  States  under  the  energizing  force  ol  free  labor 
to  advance  to  the  most  perfect  civilization  the  world  lias  ever  seen,  wlxil^ 
the  border  States  first,  and  finally  the  cotton  States,  will  be  induced  bv 
their  own  convictions  of  its  advantages,  to  commence  the  work  of  ernaix- 
dpation,  until  the  slaves  shall  be  transferred  to  tropical  climes  more 
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congenial  to  their  natnre,  arid  every  cause  of  discord  be  forever  removed. 
In  view  of  such,  or  some  other  peaceful  solution  of  the  question  of  Af- 
rican slavery  in  the  United  States,  likely  to  occur,  it  is  certainly  no  dan- 
gerons  fanaticism  to  say  that  slavery  is  in  the  course  of  ultimate  ex- 
tinction, and  that  the  States  are  not  destined  permanently  to  remain  half 
slave  and  hall*  free. 

Whatever  may  have  been  the  divisions  of  parties  hitherto,  the  people 
of  Illinois  will  with  one  accord  give  their  assent  and  firm  support  to  two 
propositions : 

First — That  obedience  to  the  constitution  and  the  laws  must  be  insisted 
upon,  and  enforced  as  necessary  to  the  existence  of  the  goverment. 

Second — That  the  election  ol  a  chief  magistrate  of  tlie  nation  in  strict 
conformity  with  the  constitution,  is  no  sufficient  cause  for  the  release  of 
any  State  from  any  of  its  obligations  to  tlie  Union. 

A  minority  of  the  people  may  be  persuaded  that  a  great  error  has 
been  committed  by  sucii  election,  but  for  relief  in  such  a  contingency,  the 
constitution  looks  to  the  efficacy  of  frequent  elections,  and  has  placed  it 
in  the  power  of  the  people  to  remove  their  agents  and  servants  at  wilL 
The  working  of  our  government  is  based  upon  the  pxinciples  of  the  in- 
disputable rights  of  majorities.  To  deny  the  right  of  those,  who  have 
constitutionally  succeeded  by  ballot  to  stations  only  to  be  so  occupied,  is 
not  merely  unfair  and  unjust,  but  revolutionary ;  and  for  a  party  which 
has  constitutionally  triumphed  to  surrender  the  powers  it  has  won,  would 
be  an  ignoble  submission,  a  degradation  of  manhood,  a  base  desertion 
€{  the  people's  service,  which  sliould  inevitably  consign  it  to  the  scorn 
of  Christendom  and  the  infamy  of  history. 

The  American  people  need  no  assurance  that  the  Eepublican  party, 
valuing  as  it  ought  the  triumph  it  has  won,  will  never  be  disposed  to 

S'eld  its  honors,  or  avoid  its  duties.  They  not  only  claim,  but  intend  to 
ve  the  administration  for  the  period  of  time  allotted  to  them  by  the 
constitution. 

To  give  shape  and  form  to  their  purposes  of  resistance,. the  dissatisfied 
leaders  of  the  South  Carolina  movement,  have  revived  the  doctrine, 
lung  since  exploded,  that  a  State  may  nullify. a  law  of  Congress  and  se- 
cede from  the  Union  at  pleasure.  Such  a  doctrine  can  never  for  a  mo- 
ment be  permitted.  Its  admission  would  be  fatal  to  the  existence  of 
government,  would  dissolve  all  the  relations  which  bind  the  people  to- 
gether, and  reduce  to  anarchy  the  order  of  the  Republic. 

This  is  a  government  entered  into  by  the  people  of  the  whole  country 
in  their  sovereign  capacity,  and  although  it  have  the  sanction  also,  of  a 
compact  between  sovereign  •  States,  does  not  receive  its  chief  support 
jrom  that  circumstance,  but  from  the  original  and  higher  action  of  the 
people  themselves. 

This  Union  cannot  be  dissolved  by  one  State,  nor  by  the  people  of  one 
State  or  of  a  dozen  States.  This  government  was  designed  to  be  per- 
petual and  can  be  dissolved  only  by  revolution. 

Secession  is  disunion.  Concede  to  South  Carolina  the  right  to  re- 
lease her  people  from  the  duties  and  obligations  belonging  to  their  citi- 
zenship and  you  annihilate  the  sovereignty  of  the  Union  by  prostrating 
its  ability  to  secure  allegiance.  Could  a  government  which  could  not 
vindicate  itself,  and  which  had  exhibited  such  a  sign  of  weakness,  com- 
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mand  respect  or  long  maintain  itself?  If  that  State  secede,  why  may 
not  California  and  Oregon,  and  with  better  reason,  because  they  are  re- 
mote from  the  capital,  and  separated  by  uninhabited  wildernesses  and 
vast  mountain  ranges,  and  may  have  an  independent  commerce  with  the 
shores  and  islands  of  the  Pacific  and  the  marts  of  the  Indies  \  Why 
may  not  Pennsylvania  secede  and  dispute  our  passage  to  the  seaboard 
through  her  territory  ?  Why  may  not  Louisiana  constitute  herself  an 
independent  nation,  and  dictate  to  the  people  of  the  great  north-west 
the  onerous  terms  upon  which  her  millions  of  agricultural  and  indus- 
trial products  might  find  a  transit  through  the  Mississippi  and  be  deliv- 
ered to  the  commerce  of  the  world. 

It  will  be  admitted  that  the  tereitoey  of  Louisiana,  acquired  in  1803, 
for  the  purpose  of  securing  to  the  people  of  the  United  States  the  free 
navigation  of  the  Mississippi,  could  never  have  seceded ;  yet  it  is  pre- 
tended, that  when  that  territory  has  so  perfected  its  municipal  organi- 
zation as  to  be  admitted  into  the  Union  as  a  State^  with  the  powers  and 
privileges  equal  to  the  other  States,  she  may  at  pleasure  repudiate  the 
union,  and  forbid  to  the  other  States  the  free  navigation  which  was  pur- 
chased, at  the  cost  of  all,  not  for  Louisiana,  but  for  all  the  people  of  the 
United  States.  A  claim  so  presumptuous  and  absurd  could  never  be 
acquiesced  in.  The  blood  of  the  gallant  sons  of  Kentucky  and  Tennes- 
see was  freely  shed  to  defend  New  Orleans  and  the  Mississippi  river 
from  a  foreign  foe ;  and  it  is  memorable  that  the  chieftain  who  rescued 
that  city  from  sack  and  siege,  was  the  same  who,  at  a  later  date,  by  his 
stern  and  patriotic  rebuke,  dispersed  the  ranks  of  disunionists  in  the  bor- 
ders of  South  Carolina. 

Can  it  be  for  a  moment  supposed,  that  the  people  of  the  valley  of  the 
Mississippi  will  ever  consent  that  the  great  river  shall  flow  for  hundreds 
of  miles  through  a  foreign  jurisdiction,  and  they  be  compelled,  if  not  to 
fight  their  way  in  the  face  of  the  forts  frowning  upon  its  banks,  to  sub- 
mit to  the  imposition  and  annoyance  of  arbitrary  taxes  and  exorbitant 
duties  to  be  levied  upon  their  commerce?  I  believe  that  before  that  day 
shall  come,  either  shore  of  the  "father  of  waters"  will  be  a  continuous 
sepulchre  of  the  slain,  and  with  all  its  cities  in  ruins,  and  the  cultivated 
fields  upon  its  sloping  sides  laid  waste,  it  shall  roll  its  foaming  tide  in 
solitary  grandeur,  as  at  the  dawn  of  creation.*  I  know  I  speak  for  Dli- 
nois,  ana  I  believe  for  the  north-west,  when  I  declare  them  a  unit,  in 
the  unalterable  determination  of  her  millions,  occupying  the  great  basin 
drained  by  the  Mississippi,  to  permit  no  portion  of  that  stream  to  be 
controlled  by  a  foreign  jurisdiction. 

If,  wearied  by  the  persistent  clamors  and  panics  accompanying  these 
ceaseless  threats  of  secession,  any  good  citizen  has  suffered  himself  to 
entertain  a  thought  that  the  peace  and  unity  of  the  nation  might  be 
promoted  by  the  withdrawal  of  the  dissatisfied  State  or  States,  let  Mm 
remember  that  this  Union  is  an  inheritance  from  our  fathers,  to  be 
transmitted  by  us  to  our  posterity,  and  that  the  great  hope  of  down- 
trodden humanity  throughout  the  world  is  in  its  permanence.  Let  us 
never  forget  the  solemn  warnings  of  tlie  Father  of  his  Country,  that 
"  we  should  accustom  ourselves  to  think  and  speak  of  the  Union  as  tbe 
palladium  of  our  political  safety  and  prosperity,  discountenancing  what- 
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ever  may  suggest  even  a  suspicion  that  it  can,  in  any  event,  be  aban- 
doned." 

So  deeply  impressed  were  Jackson,  Webster  and  Clay,  with  the  con- 
viction that  tlie  durability  and  efficiency  of  our  free  institutions  depended 
upon  a  perpetual,  unbroken  union,  that  they  have  left  upon  many  a 
page  of  the  national  history,  most  eloquent  warnings  that  the  thought, 
even,  that  tJie  Union  ooula  be  dissolved^  was  never  to  be  entertained. 
The  veteran  Cass  has  said  that  the  man  ^'  who  believed  this  Union  could 
be  broken  up  without  bloodshed,  has  read  history  to  little  purpose.'* 
As  we  love  our  common  country  in  all  its  parts,  and  with  all  its  blessings 
of  climates  and  cultures,  its  mountains,  valleys  and  streams;  as  we  cher- 
ish its  history,  and  the  memory  of  the  world's  only  Washington;  as  we 
love  the  grand  old  flag,  "sign  of  the  free  heart's  only  home,"  that  is 
cheered  and  hailed  on  every  sea  and  haven  of  the  world,  let  us  swear 
that  its  glories  shall  never  be  dimmed — that  there  shall  be  no  secession, 
no  disunion — and  that  the  American  people  shall  be  one  and  united,  now 
and  forever. 

I  believe  and  trust  it  is  to  be  the  mission  of  those  to  whom  the  people 
have  lately  committed,  for  a  period,  the  interests  of  this  nation,  to  ad- 
minister public  aiiairs  upon  the  theory  of  the  PEEPETriTT  of  the  con- 
BTrrunoK,  and  the  oovebnment  okqanized  tjndeb  it. 

No  matter  how  vociferously  South  Carolina  may  declare  that  the 
Union  is  dissolved,  and  that  she  and  other  states  are  out  of  the  confed- 
eracy, no  recognition  whatever  is  due  to  her  self-assumed  independence 
in  this  regard.  It  took  seven  years  to  establish  our  independence.  The 
precious  boon  purchased  by  patriot  blood  and  treasure  was  committed 
to  us  for  enjoyment,  and  to  be  transmitted  to  our  posterity,  with  the 
most  solemn  injunctions  that  man  has  the  power  to  lay  on  man.  By  the 
grace  of  God,  we  will  be  faithful  to  the  trust.  For  seven  years  yet  to 
come,  at  least,  will  we  struggle  to  maintain  a  perfect  union — ^a  govern- 
ment of  one  people,  in  one  nation,  under  one  constitution. 

THE   QUESTION,   WHAT  IS  TO  BE  DONE? 

As  to  compromise,  if  it  means  that  we  must  outrage  the  sentiment  of 
the  civilized  world  by  conceding  that  slavery  is  a  blessing — ^that  we 
must  love  and  praise  it — that  we  may  not  hope  for  its  ultimate  extinc- 
tion— that  it  may  go  into  the  free  territories,  under  the  protection  of  the 
constitution — if  these  are  the  grounds  upon  which  the  difficulties  are  to 
be  settled,  then  they  never  wiH  be  settled.  Plainness  and  truth  require 
us  to  say  that  the  only  pacification  to  which  the  people  of  this  state 
could  accede,  would  be  upon  the  principles  upon  which  Mr.  Lincoln  was 
elected :  that  the  constitution  must  be  obeyed,  as  it  is ;  all  its  provisions 
enforced,  according  to  a  fair  and  honest  interpretation  of  its  meaning; 
and  that  slavery  i^yi  local  and  state  institution,  and  nothing  else. 

It  is  time  we  had  a  better  understanding  with  our  southern  brethren. 
If  there  are  aggressions  by  the  northern  States,  let  them  be  shown,  and 
we  pledge  the  faithful  endeavors  of  the  people  of  this  State  to  redress 
past  wrongs,  and  prevent  their  repetition  in  future.  But  such  griev- 
ances should  be  pointed  out  and  proved,  before  we  can  redress  them. 
It  also  must  be  acknowledged,  that  such  complaints  come  with  a  bad 
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grace  from  those  States,  where  it  is  notorious  that  citizens  of  the  free 
States  are  almost  daily  exposed  to  insult,  imprisonment,  and  often  deatli, 
from  the  violence  of  irresponsible  individuals.  That  clause  of  our  con- 
stitution granting  ''  to  the  citizens  of  each  State  all  the  privileges  and 
immunities  of  citizens  of  the  several  States,"  is  just  as  sacred  and  bind- 
ing as  is  the  clause  for  the  rendition  of  fugitive  slaves,  and  the  same  ob- 
ligations rest  upon  Congress  to  enforce  the  one  as  the  other. .  American 
citizenship  aftbrds  to  him  who  possesses  the  boon,  efficient  protection  in 
every  civilized  foreign  nation  in  the  world,  and  even  among  barbarians. 
The  faintest  cry  of  even  an  adopted  citizen,  on  the  most  distant  sea,  as 
in  the  case  of  Martin  Kosta,  is  tne  talisman  of  protection,  and  Austrian 
myrmidons  shrink  back  in  terror  before  the  flutter  of  the  ever-glorious 
stars  and  stripes.  And  in  these  states  shall  the  life  of  a  man  be  unsafe, 
who  entertains  the  opinions  of  Washington  and  Jeflerson  on  the  subject 
of  slavery  ? 

If  it  shall  be  said,  in  extenuation  of  this  intolerable  grievance,  that 
the  States  in  which  it  exists  are  peculiarly  situated — that  their  peculiar 
institutions  render  it  unsafe  to  tolerate  freedom  of  speech,  or  tne  pres- 
ence of  suspicious  persons  among  them — we  reply  that  we  have  no 
right  or  desire  to  disturb  their  peculiar  institutions,  but  that  we  cannot 
and  will  not  relinquish  our  right  to  the  protection  of  the  laws,  under 
the  constitution  of  our  common  countrv ;  and  that,  if  their  peculiar  in- 
stitutions are  such  as  render  such  violations  of  individual  right  neces- 
sary and  unavoidable,  then  certainly  we  may  be  excused  from  favoring 
any  such  line  of  policy  as  will  have  a  tendency  to  extend  them  to  any 
spot  on  earth  where  it  does  not  already  exist. 

We  should  resolve,  in  the  spirit  of  fraternal  kindness,  to  discharge 
every  duty  that  belongs  to  us.  I  am  not  aware  that  the  people  of  Illi- 
nois are  justly  chargeti])le  with  delinnuency  in  their  relations  to  the 
people  of  any  other  State  of  the  Union;  and  with  respect  to  the 
enforcement  of  the  fugitive  slave  law,  about  which,  accusations,  in 
vague  and  general  terms,  are  so  often  made  against  us,  I  am  not  able 
to  tind  that  we  have  failed  in  duty.  It  has  been  as  faithfully  adminis- 
tered in  Illinois  as  our  own  statutes  have  been.  Very  many  believe 
that  the  law  might  be  more  humane  without  being  less  efficient  in  its 
provisions ;  but  none  have  or  will  connive  at  disobedience  to  it  while  it 
is  the  law  of  the  land.  It  becomes  every  patriot  to  exert  himself  to  the 
utmost  to  disabuse  the  popular  mind  of  errors,  and  to  establish  that 
enlightened  mutual  appreciation  which  alone  is  wanted  to  realize  the 
cordial  and  friendly  relations  necessary  to  the  peace  of  the  country. 
Therefore,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  all  the  Legislatures  of  the  free  states 
will  at  once  repeal  all  laws  which,  upon  examination,  may  be  found  in 
conflict  with  the  letter  or  spirit  of  tne  constitution,  so  that  they  may 
stand  blameless  in  the  eyes  of  the  world,  and  have  cause  to  hope  for  a 
retaliation  of  magnanimity.  Above  all,  as  a  most  melancholy  misap* 
prehension  of  the  sentiments  of  the  north  lies  at  the  bottom  of  most  of 
the  mischiefs  and  dangers  which  beset  us,  and  as  the  alienation  is 
fuunded  more  upon  delusions  than  facts,  lot  all  parties  cordially  unite 
to  remove  those  misapprehensions,  and  assure  the  south  that  the  north 
have  no  design  or  purpose  to  interfere  with  slavery  in  the  states,  and 
entertain  no  hostility  to  the  people  of  the  slave  states. 
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To  the  malcontents,  who  would  destroy  the  fair  fabric  of  our  Union, 
we  owe  only  the  punishment  due  to  the  outraged  laws  of  the  country ; 
bnt  to  our  friend^  among  them,  who  have  endeavored  thus  far  in  vain 
to  stem  the  torrent  of  disunion  and  lawless  violence,  we  owe  every  en- 
couragement and  assistance  that  can  be  rendered  with  a  due  regard  to 
honor  and  justice,  and  without  the  sacrilice  of  essential  principle,  and 
especially  should  the  evidences  of  loyalty  of  the  border  states  to  the 
Union  challenge  our  admiration ;  and  while  we  show  men  every  where 
that  we  cannot  recognize  intimidation  as  a  proper  element  of  political 
action,  we  ought  to  display  the  magnanimity  of  victors,  and  go  to  the 
furtherest  verge  of  conciliation  in  the  patriotic  effort  to  restore  peace 
and  quiet  to  our  distracted  country. 

At  all  events,  it  is  hoped  that  less  will  need  to  be  done  than  many 
apprehend.  There  is  hope  that  the  sober  second  thought  of  the  people 
of  South  Carolina,  and  of  other  disaffected  states,  may  yet  thwart  the 
artiiices  of  the  ambitious  men,  who  would  alienate  us  forever.  South 
Carolina  already  finds  great  perplexity,  in  this  hour  of  her  belligerent 
wrath,  in  the  fact  that  she  has  found  no  enemy  to  fight  and  no  burden 
to  cast  off.  The  national  government  is  only  felt  by  her  citizens  in  the 
blessings  it  confers.  They  have  no  laws  they  themselves  do  not  ap- 
prove, and  no  rulers  they  nave  not  assisted  to  elect.  They  arm  them- 
selves when  there  is  no  enemy  to  assail,  and  manifest  the  greatest  rage 
when  a  fort  is  evacuated  which  they  were  intending  to  take  by  violence 
from  the  brave  and  sagacious  Anderson  and  his  sixty  devoted  soldiers. 
One  day  they  declare  the  constitution  has  no  binding^  force  upon  them, 
and  they  cast  it  to  the  wind  as  so  much  worthless  paper;  and  the  next 
day,  recommending  the  same  constitution  as  a  basis  for  a  provisional 
government  for  the  new  confederacy  they  are  seeking  to  inaugurate. 

Now,  no  one  will  propose  coercing  South  Carolina  into  sending  rep- 
res^entatives  into  Congress,  but  she  is  always  to  have  the  privilege  of 
doing  so  if  she  will.  Her  people  are  not  to  be  coerced  into  receiving 
the  mails  at  the  expense  mainly  of  the  other  states,  as  heretofore ;  if 
they  deprive  themselves  of  these  blessings,  who  shall  complain  but  her- 
self ?  If  they  discard  the  courts  of  the  United  States,  with  judges 
selected  from  their  own  people,  paid  by  the  general  government,  they 
damage  theniselves  most  seriously,  and  it  may  be  wise  to  indulge  them 
for  awhile  in  this  self-inflicted  punishment  for  their  disloyalty. 

South  Carolina,  however,  claims  the  right  to  the  forts  of  the  United 
States,  and  to  collect  revenue  from  imports. .  Now,  to  open  the  ports  of 
Chwleston  to  free  trade  is  to  open  the  whole  country  to  free  trade. 
Merchandise,  once  in  the  Union,  can  be  transported  to  any  pai;t  of  the 
Bepubllc.  If  South  Carolina  can  open  one  port,  she  can  aU;  and  she 
is  not  only  sovereign  at  home,  but  throughout  the  nation — a  position 
not  soon  to  be  conceded  to  a  State  which  has  not  so  many  white  inhabi- 
tants as  one  of  the  congressional  districts  in  the  State  of  Illinois.  Now 
if  South  Carolina  disunionists  shall  be  guilty  of  the  stupendous  madness 
of  resisting  the  United  States  oflicers  in  the  collection  of  the  revenue, 
can  there  be  any  doubt  that  the  government  will  have  to  use  as  much 
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by  his  proclamation  of  force ;  if  Mr.  Fillmore  executed  the  fugitive 
slave  law  at  the  point  of  tlie  bayonet  in  the  streets  of  Boston ;  if  Mr. 
Buchanan,  in  1859,  called  out  the  United  States  army  to  put  down  the 
seizure  of  the  arsenal  at  Harper's  Ferry,  what  shall  be  done  with  those 
who  defiantly  obstruct  the  execution  of  the  laws  at  Charleston  ?  If  the 
laws  are  not  executed  then  the  government  is  a  failure. 

I  know  not  what  the  exigencies  of  the  future  may  be,  nor  what  reme- 
dies it  may  be  necessary  to  use,  but  the  admii.istration  of  the  incoming 
President,  I  have  no  doubt,  will  be  characterized  by  wisdom  as  well  as 
firmness.  He  certainly  will  not  forget  that  the  people  of  all  the  United 
States,  whether  loyal  or  not,  are  citizens  of  the  same  Republic,  compo- 
nent parts  of  the  same  integral  Union.  He  never  will  forget,  so  long 
as  he  remembers  his  official  oath,  that  the  whole  material  of  the  govern- 
ment— ^moral,  political  and  physical,  if  need  be — ^must  be  employed  to 
preserve,  protect  and  defend  the  constitution  of  the  United  States.  In 
such  an  event  as  this  I  hesitate  not  to  say  that  the  General  Assembly, 
without  a  dissenting  voice,  and  the  people  of  Illinois,  would  unanimously 
pledge  the  men  and  means  of  the  State  to  uphold  the  constitution  and 
preserve  the  Union.  To  those  who  would  distrust  the  loyaltv  of  the 
American  people  to  the  Union,  let  the  spontaneous  response  of  the  na- 
tional heart,  borne  upon  ten  thousand  streams  of  lightning  to  the  heroic 
Anderson,  answer. 

It  is  perhaps  impossible  to  tell  what  may  be  the  exact  result  of  this 
South  Carolina  nullification ;  but,  do  what  she  will — conspire  with  many 
or  few — I  am  confident  that  this  Union  of  our  fathers — a  Union  of  intel- 
ligence, of  freedom,  of  justice,  of  industry,  of  religion,  of  science  and 
art — will  in  the  end  be  stronger  and  richer  and  more  glorious,  renowned 
and  free,  than  it  has  ever  been  heretofore,  by  the  necessary  reaction  of 
the  crisis  through  which  we  are  passing.  _ 

As  to  our  own  State:  we  are  closely  allied  in  origin,  in  kindred,  in 
sympathy,  in  interest,  in  civilization  and  in  destiny  with  many  of  the 
best  of  both  the  slave  and  the  free  states ;  and,  though  young  in  years, 
we  have  learned  to  be  proud  of  our  origin,  and  of  our  neighbors,  and  of 
our  sister  states.  No  state  has  entered  into  the  recent  political  campaign 
with  more  intense  partisan  prejudices  and  zeal  than  our  own.  Each 
opposing  party  nomitiated  for  the  Presidency  the  favorite  son  not  only 
of  the  State,  but  of  the  north-west.  We  fought  the  canvass  through  to 
the  hilt ;  but  the  moment  the  contest  was  decided  the  world  was  at  a 
loss  to  know  which  most  to  admire  :  the  exuberant  joy  of  the  victors  or 
the  admirable  gallantry,  grace  and  dignity  of  the  unsuccessful  party. 
We  have  put  one  of  our  cnampions  into  the  Presidency:  the  other  still 
stands  in  the  Senate — places  almost  equal  for  usefulness.  Which  will 
achieve  most  honor  to  himself  and  good  to  his  country  and  the  world 
time  will  decide.  We  will  believe  that  neither  will  prove  coward  in  the 
fight  or  traitor  to  the  cause.  On  the  question  of  the  union  of  these 
states  they  and  all  our  people  will  be  a  unit.  The  foot  of  the  traitor 
•  has  never  yet  blasted  the  green-sward  of  the  State  of  Illinois.  All  the 
running  waters  of  the  north-west  are  waters  of  freedom  and  Union ; 
and,  come  what  will,  as  they  glide  to  the  great  gulf,  they  will  ever,  by 
the  ordinance  of  '87,  and  by  the  higher  ordinance  of  Almighty  God, 
bear  only  free  men  and  free  trade  upon  their  bosoms— or  their  channels 
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will  be  filled  with  the  commingled  blood  of  traitors,  cowards  and  slaves. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  and  Honse  of  Representatives:  ^ever  has 
a  General  Assembly  convened  in  this  State  when  both  the  State  and  the 
nation  had  more  at  stake.  You  will  nerve  yourselves  to  the  work  before 
joa,  from  the  reflection  that  when  the  storm  beats  on  the  ship  the  skill 
of  the  pilot  is  displayed.  It  shall  be  my  desire  to  co-operate  in  all  mea- 
sures for  the  public  good,  and  trustinoj  that  each  of  you  will  return  to 
your  constituencies  crowned  with  well-deserved  honors,  and  with  the 
consciousness  of  your  own  hearts  that  the  public  service  has  been  pro- 
moted, I  close  by  thanking  you  for  your  attention.

Pursuant  to  the  requirements  of  law,  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the 
receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  public  money  in  the  two  years  ending 
November  80th,  1860,  as  follows,  viz :

For  a  more  detailed  account  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the 
public  money,  I  beg  leave  to  refer  you  to  tne  annexed  statements. 

In  connection  with  the  subject  of  the  payment  of  interest,  I  would 
suggest  that  the  law  now  in  force  leaves  too  much  discretion  in  and 
responsibility  on  the  Treasurer,  in  paying  the  interest.  The  law  makes 
no  provision  as  to  the  manner  in  which  tne  money  is  to  be  transmitted 
to  New  York,  or  as  to  the  mode  of  keeping  it  whilst  there.  And  I  re- 
spectfully submit  whether  the  Legislature  may  not  make  some  provi- 
sion for  the  control  and  direction  of  the  Treasurer,  which  may  lessen 
the  discretion  of  the  Treasurer  and  the  hazard  to  the  State. 

I  submit,  also,  whether  the  time  fixed  by  law,  during  which  the 
Treasurer  shall  keep  the  monejr  in  New  York,  which  is  thirty  days,  is 
not  unnecessarily  long.  In  my  judgment  fifteen  days  is  amply  sufficient 
for  the  payment  of  tne  interest ;  and  if  the  holders  of  the  bonds  will 
not  present  them  within  that  time  the  State  ought  not  to  incur  the 
hazard  of  keeping  the  money  longer  in  New  York,  and  it  can  be  no 

great  hardship  to  compel  the  tardy  creditors  to  present  their  claims  at 
le  treasury. 

I  submit,  also,  whether  some  provision  should  not  be  made  by  law  to 
control  the  payment  of  State  bonds,  under  the  Governor's  proclamation. 
No  adequate  provision  is  now  made  for  the  security  of  the  State  funds, 
when  withdrawn  from  the  treasury  to  make  such  payments  or  for  the 
transmission  and  keeping  of  the  same.  The  want  of  such  provisions 
was  severely  felt  in  the  payments  made  under  the  Governor's  procla- 
mations in  January  and  August  last.  And  I  was  compelled  to  exercise 
an  amount  of  discretion  and  incur  .a  responsibility  which  might  not 
always  be  safe  to  the  State  to  reqm're  or  permit  in  the  Treasurer.

Sir — By  resolutions  adopted  in  both  branches  of  this  General  Assem- 
bly, and  supported  by  the  members  of  the  party  in  the  majority,  it  has 
been  conceded  that  a  decided  majority  of  the  people  of  this  State  voted 
at  the  late  election  in  favor  of  the  call  of  a  convention  to  amend  the 
constitution.  Satisfied  that  it  is  not  the  design  of  the  party  in  the  ma- 
jority, in  either  branch  of  the  General  Assembly,  to  respond  to  and  in 
good  faith  carry  out  the  will  of  the  people  thus  emphaticallv  declared  ; 
satisfied  that  it  is  the  design  of  the  majority  to  enact  laws  which,  in  my 
judgment,  will  be  in  open  and  plain  violation  of  the  constitution,  for  the 
purpose  of  being  able  to  offer  to  the  people  the  pretext,  in  justification 
of  their  course,  that  the  constitution  requires  no  amendment,  and  that 
the  people  did  not  really  know  what  they  wanted  or  were  about  when 
they  voted  in  favor  of  the  call  of  such  convention  ;  satisfied  that  if  that 
majority  party  do  permit  a  bill  providing  for  the  call  of  such  con- 
vention to  pass  the  General  Assembly,  it  will  be  done  only  as  a  blind, 
to  cover  up  their  real  designs,  with  the  assurance  that  it  will  be  returned 
with  the  objections  of  the  executive,  in  pursuance  of  a  programme 
already  agreed  upon ;  satisfied  that  it  is  the  design  of  the  majority  party 
in  this  General  Assembly  to  enact  a  militia  law,  the  provisions  of  which, 
as  already  submitted  to  one  branch  hereof,  are  in  utter  disregard  and 
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contempt  of  the  constitution — against  all  of  which,  as  well  as  all  other 
Tiolations  of  the  constitution  and  disregard  of  the  wishes  of  the  people 
I  hereby  enter  my  solemn  protest;  and  satisfied,  finally,  that  the  objects 
for  which  my  constituents  sent  me  here  will  not  be  promoted  by  re- 
maining any  longer  a  member  of  this  Senate,  I  have  this  day  trans- 
mitted to  the  Governor  my  resignation,  and  would  beg  leave,  respect- 
fully, to  vacate  my  seat.

Mr.  Higbee,  from  the  committee  on  federal  relations,  by  consent,  pre- 
sented the  following  minority  report,  to- wit : 

The  undersigned,  members  oi  the  committee  on  federal  relations  of 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  to 
whom  was  referred  certain  resolutions  of  the  State  of  Virginia,  askino^ 
the  appointment  of  commissioners  by  this  State,  to  meet  at  Washington 
City  on  the  4th  day  of  February,  1861,  with  such  commissioners  as  may 
be  appointed  by  other  States  of  this  Union,  and  there  to  unite  with 
Virginia  in  an  earnest  endeavor  to  adjust  the  present  unhappy  contro- 
versies, in  the  spirit  in  which  the  constitution  was  originally  formed,  and 
consistently  with  its  principles,  so  as  to  aftbrd  to  the  people  of  the  slave- 
holding  States  adequate  guarantees  for  the  security  of  their  rights,  beg 
leave  respectfully  to  submit  the  following  minority  report: 

That  in  our  opinion  said  proposition  was  made  by  Virginia  in  an  ear- 
nest desire  to  arrest  impending  calamities  to  our  common  country,  and 
to  save  this  glorious  Union,  and  therefore  should  be  responded  to  in  a 
like  spirit  by  the  C4eneral  Assembly  of  this  State. 

In  our  opinion  the  danger  to  our  government  is  so  imminent,  that  it 
is  the  duty  ot  every  good  citizen  who  would  preserve  this  Union  as  it 
was  made  by  its  founders,  to  lay  aside  all  mere  partisan  feelings,  and  to 
bring  to  the  altar  of  his  country  such  sacrifices  of  pride  and  opinion  as 
alone  can  arrest  the  overthrow  of  the  government  and  civil  war.  The 
first  resolution  reported  by  the  majority  provides  for  the  appointment 
of  five  commissioners  by  the  Governor.  W  ith  a  view  of  having  the  mi- 
nority of  the  people  of  this  State  represented  in  said  commission,  we 
offered  in  committee  to  strike  out  the  word  Governor  and  insert  Gene- 
ral Assembly.  This  proposititm  being  voted  down,  we  then  offered  to 
amend  so  as  to  require  the  Governor,  in  making  the  appointments,  to 
appoint  three  from  the  republican  and  two  from  the  democratic  party; 
tnus  giving  to  the  majority  representing  one  hundred  and  seventy  thou- 
sand voters  three,  while  the  minority,  representing  one  hundred  and 
sixty  thousand  voters,  would  be  represented  by  two  of  said  commis- 
sioners. This  proposition  was  also  v<  ted  down,  and  we  were  informed 
by  the  majority  of  the  committee  that  in  their  opinion  none  but  repub- 
licans should  be  appointed  in  said  commission,  and  that  the  object  of 
I  requiring  the  appointment  by  the  Governor  was  intended  to  secure  that 
end.   This  manner  of  appointing  commissioners  is  one  not  provided  for  or 
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contemplated  by  the  constitution  of  the  United  States.  The  appoint- 
ment of  commissioners  to  Washington  at  this  time,  is  a  voUmtary  effort 
in  behalf  of  the  Union  hy  the  conservative  and  Union  loving  patriots  of 
the  country,  in  which  all  good  citizens  who  desire  to  prevent  the  effusion 
of  fraternal  blood,  should  be  permitted  and  even  urged  to  join. 

In  this  view  of  the  question  it  seems  to  us  that  we  ought  not  to  be 
excluded  from  joining  in  any  effort  to  save  our  common  country. 

But,  if  good  is  to  result  from  this  movement,  in  our  opinion  it  can 
only  be  accomplished  by  the  conservative  men  of  the  country,  both 
north  and  south,  and  that  the  appointment  of  commissioners  by  the  ultra 
republicans  of  the  north  by  a  strict  party  discipline  and  vote,  ignoring 
all  but  their  own  party  friends,  instead  of  allaying  the  present  excite- 
ment, will  but  add  fuel  to  the  flame  and  excite  distrust  and  bitter  feeling. 
We  are  also  unable  to  concur  with  the  majority  of  the  committee  in 
that  part  of  the  lirst  resolution  which  makes  said  commissioners  subject 
at  all  times  to  the  control  of  this  General  Assembly,  believing  as  we  do 
that  the  General  Assemnly  should  appoint  pure  patriots  who  are  known 
to  the  country  as  Union  men,  and  they  should  be  left  to  exercise  their 
own  discretion,  after  a  full  and  free  interchange  of  opinion,  in  deter- 
mining what  measures  they  will  recommend  to  Congress  and  the  people 
as  best  calculated  to  effect  our  common  object,  holding  themselves  re- 
sponsible to  the  people  for  their  action,  witnout  whose  ratification  their 
acts  would  be  void. 

We  are  also  unable  to  agree  with  the  majority  of  the  committee  in 
the  intimation  in  the  second  resolution  that  no  amendments  to  the 
Federal  constitution  are  required,  &c.  A  dispute  has  arisen  as  to  the 
construction  of  certain  provisions  of  the  constitution,  which  has  become 
so  formidable  and  acrimonious  as  to  endanger  the  longer  existence  of 
the  government  under  that  instrument.  The  constitution  itself  provides 
for  its  amendment,  and  no  less  than  twelve  different  amendments  have 
been  made  at  different  times,  as  they  have  been  found  to  be  necessary 
to  secure  efficient  action  in  the  government.  Such  just  amendments 
should  now  be  made  as  to  leave  no  room  for  misunderstanding  as  to  the 
meaning  of  the  constitution,  and  thereby  restore  peace  to  the  country. 

In  this  report  we  have  purposely  refrained  from  any  discussion  of 
the  causes  of  our  present  difficulties,  not  wishing  to  say  one  word  which 
could  add  to  our  present  troubles. 

With  an  ardent  desire  for  the  preservation  of  the  Union,  and  to  do 
all  in  our  power  to  restore  peace  to  the  country,  we  do  hereby  respect- 
fully enter  our  protest  against  any  action  by  this  General  Assembly, 
which  will  deny  to  one-hSif,  within  a  meagre  fraction,  of  the  people  of 
this  State  a  representation  in  a  conference,  the  result  of  which  involves 
not  mere  party  rights  and  prejudices,  but  a  common  destiny. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

ments to  that  instrument,  either  by  Congress  or  by  a  Convention ;  and 
whereas  a  desire  has  been  expressed  in  various  parts  of  the  United 
States  for  a  Convention  to  propose  amendments  to  the  constitution ; 
therefore,  be  it 

lieaolved  by  the  Oerierai  Asaemhly  of  the  State  of  Illinois^  That  if 
application  shall  be  made  to  Congress  by  any  of  the  States  deeming  them- 
selves aggrieved,  to  call  a  Convention,  in  accordance  with  tlie  constitu- 
tional provision  aforesaid,  to  propose  amendments  to  the  constitution  of 
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these  United  States,  that  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Illinois  will 
and  does  hereby  concur  in  making  such  application. 

liesolved,  Tliat  until  the  people  of  the  United  States  shall  otherwise 
direct,  the  present  Federal  Union  must  be  preserved  as  it  is,  and  the 
present  constitution  and  laws  must  be  administered  as  they  are;  and  to 
this  end,  in  conlormity  with  that  constitution  and  the  laws,  the  whole 
resources  of  the  State  of  Illinois  are  hereby  pledged  to  the  Federal 
authorities. 

Resolved^  That  copies  of  the  above  preamble  and  resolutions  be  sent 
to  each  of  our  Kepresentatives  and  Senators  in  Congress,  and  to  the 
Executives  of  the  several  States.

Mr.  Speaker :  I  am  directed  by  the  Governor  to  inform  the  Senate 
that  he  has  approved  and  signed  a  bill  of  the  following:  title,  viz : 

"An  act  to  incorporate  the  Ohio  and  Mississippi  Ilailway  Company, 
and  for  other  purposes." 

Mr.  Marshall,  trom  the  committee  of  conference  of  the  finance  com- 
mittees of  both  Houses,  made  the  following  report : 

Mr.  Speaker :  The  committee  of  conference  between  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives,  to  which  was  referred  House  bill  No.  119  for 
"An  act  to  supply  deficiencies  in  the  treasury,  and  to  provide  for  certain 
appropriations,  and  for  other  other  purposes  therein  named,"  and  the 
Senate  substitute  bill  therefor,  which  was  disagreed  to  on  the  part  of 
the  House  and  adhered  to  on  the  part  of  the  Senate,  have  had  the  sub- 
ject matters  ot  the  differences  between  the  two  houses  under  considera- 
tion, and  have  agreed  upon  a  substitute  bill,  as  an  amendment  to  the  said 
House  bill  and  the  said  Senate  substitute  therefor,  and  have  instructed 
me  to  report  the  same  back,  and  recommend  its  adoption. 

Which  amendment  was  read,  as  follows : 

Amend  the  title  so  as  to  read  a  bill  for  "An  act  to  relieve  the  people 
of  this  State  from  the  payment  of  exorbitant  and  unnecessary  taxes." 

Amend,  further,  by  inserting,  after  the  title,  the  following  preamble: 

"Whereas,  out  of  the  entire  two  mill  tax,  collected  for  the  last  two 
years,  under  the  provisions  of  the  15th  article  of  the  constitution  of  this 
State,  less  than  tnree  per  cent,  has  been  called  for  by  the  creditors  of 
the  State  entitled  to  receive  the  same ;  and  whereas  all  of  the  indebted- 
ness thus  presented  has  been  paid  in  full,  and  the  other  bondholders  en- 
titled to  receive  pro  rata  payments  on  their  bonds,  in  accordance  with 
the  terms  prescribed  by  tne  said  15th  article  of  the  constitution,  have 
wholly  dedined  and  refused  and  do  still  decline  and  refuse  to  receive 
any  portion  of  the  said  two  mill  tax  fund ;  and  whereas  the  convention 
that  framed  the  constitution  declared  that  the  said  15th  article  contem- 
plates a  consent  on  the  part  of  our  bondholders  to  receive  the  said  fund, 
when  collected,  as  indispensable  to  the  assessment  and  collection  of  the 
same ;  and  whereas  our  present  financial  condition  requires  that  provi- 
sion shall  be  made  for  an  increase  in  the  revenue  fund,  while  a  just 
regard  for  the  interests  of  our  State  and  the  prosperity  of  her  people 
imperatively  demands  that  such  provision  shall  be  made  without  increas- 
ing, but,  on  the  contrary,  if  possible,  by  diminishing  our  present  heavy 
rate  of  taxation;  therefore." 

And  amend  the  bill,  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

"Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  lUinms^  rep- 
resented in  the  Oeneral  Assembly,  That  there  shall  be  assessed  and  col- 
lected, in  the  same  manner  as  other  State  taxes  are  assessed  and  collec- 
ted, one  half  of  one  mill  upon  each  dollar's  worth  of  taxable  property 
in  this  State,  for  the  year  1861,  and  also  for  the  year  1862 ;  and  the  as- 
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seesment  and  collection  of  all  other  State  taxes,  except  the  school  tax, 
for  the  above  mentioned  years,  is  hereby  suspended. 

"§  2.  All  funds  now  in  the  State  treasury,  and  belonging  to  the  State, 
except  the  interest  fund  and  the  school  fund  and  the  Central  railroad 
fund,  shall  be  loaned  and  transferred  by  the  State  Treasurer,  upon  the 
Auditor's  warrant,  to  be  drawn  for  that  purpose,  to  the  revenue  fund. 
And  all  funds  hereafter  received  into  the  State  treasury,  and' belonging 
to  the  State,  except  the  said  interest  fund  and  the  said  school  Jund  and 
the  said  Central  railroad  fund,  shall  be  paid  into  the  said  revenue  fund; 
and  said  funds  shall  be  subject  to  be  drawn  therefrom  upon  Auditor's 
warrants  issued  for  the  payment  of  appropriations  made  by  law. 

'•"§  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  ot  the  State  Treasurer  to  transfer  from  the 
revenue  fund,  or  any  other  funds  in  the  State  treasury,  to  the  interest 
fund,  at  such  time  or  times  as  may  be  necessary,  upon  the  Auditor's 
warrant,  to  be  drawn  for  that  purpose,  a  sum  sufficient  to  make  up  any 
deficiency  in  said  interest  fund,  and  to  provide  fully  for  the  payment  of 
the  interest  on  the  State  debt,  as  the  same  regularly  becomes  due.  And 
it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  said  State  Treasurer  to  allow  the  said  reve-

A  bill  for  "An  act  to  supply  deficiencies  in  the  treasury,  and  to  pro- 
vide for  the  payment  of  certain  appropriations  therein  named  ;"  being 
the  amendments  reported  by  the  committee  of  conference  of  the  finance 
committees  of  both  Houses. 

I  am  further  instructed  to  inform  the  Senate  that  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives have  adopted  the  following  preamble  and  joint  resolutions : 

Whereas  by  an  act  of  Congress  entitled  "An  act  to  enable  the  People 
of  Illinois  Territory  to  form  a  Constitution  and  State  Government,  and 
for  the  admission  of  such  State  into  the  Union  on  an  equal  footing  with 
oririnal  States,"  passed  on  the  eighteenth  day  of  April,  one  thousand 
eignt  hundred  and  eijjhteen,  it  was  among  other  things  offered  for  the 
free  acceptance  or  rejection  of  the  convention  to  be  assembled  to  form 
such  constitution,  that  "all  salt  springs  within  said  State,  and  the  lands 
reserved  for  the  use  of  the  same,  shall  be  granted  to  said  State  for  the 
use  of  said  State,  and  the  same  to  be  used  under  such  terms,  conditions 
and  regulations  as  the  Legislature  of  said  State  direct ;  and  whereas, 
also,  by  an  act  of  Congress  entitled  "An  act  to  give  the  consent  of  Con- 

fress  to  the  sale  of  certain  salt  spring  lands  heretofore  granted  to  the 
tates  of  Michigan,  Illinois  and  Arkansas,  approved  March  3,  1847,  it 
was  among  other  things  enacted,  "That  the  State  of  Illinois  shall  be 
and  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  sell,  in  such  manner  as  the 
Legislature  of  said  State  shall  by  law  direct,  the  whole  or  any  part  of 
the  Saline  lands  lying  in  Jackson  county  in  said  State,  which  were 
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granted  to  the  State  of  Illinois,  by  virtue  of  the  foreraentioned  act  of 
Congress,  approved  April  18th,  1818 ;  and  whereas,  also,  the  General 
Assembly  ot  the  State  of  •Illinois,  by  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  amend 
an  act  entitled  'an  act  concerning  the  Muddy  Saline  Keservation,  in  Jack- 
son county,'  approved  February  28th,  1847,"  which  amendatory  act  was

Mr.  Speaker :  I  am  instructed  to  inform  the  Senate  that  the  House  of 
Representatives  has  adopted  the  following  joint  preamble  and  resolu- 
tions, viz : 

Whereas,  Although  thd  people  of  the  State  of  Illinois  do  not  desire 
any  change  in  our  Federal  Constitution,  yet,  as  several  of  sister  Stat*  s 
have  indicated  that  they  deem  it  necessary  that  some  amendmc  ^ 
should  be  made  thereto  ;  and  whereas,  in  and  by  the  fifth  article  o  .^ 
constitution  of  the  United  States,  provision  is  made  for  pro  - 
amendments  to  that  instrument,  either  by  Congress  or  by  a  cor. \  ^  i.;  i<  .. ; 
and  whereas  a  desire  has  been  expressed,  in  various  parts  of  t:.o        .<  • 
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States,  for  a  convention,  to  propose  amendments  to  the  constitution ; 
therefore, 

£e  it  resolved  iy  the  General  Assembly  of  ike  State  of  Illhwis^  That 
if  application  shall  be  made  to  Congress,  by  any  of  the  States  deeming 
themselves  aggrieved,  to  call  a  convention,  iu  accordance  with  the  con- 
stitutional provision  aforesaid,  to  propose  amendments  to  the  constitu- 
tion of  these  United  States,  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Illinois  will 
and  does  hereby  concur  in  making  such  application. 

Reaolvedy  That  until  the  people  of  these  United  States  sjball  otherwise 
direct,  the  present  Federal  Union  must  be  preserved  as  it  is  and  the 
present  constitution  and  laws  must  be  administered  as  they  are ;  and  to 
this  end,  in  conformity  with  that  constitution  and  the  laws,  the  whole 
resources  of  the  State  of  Illinois  are  hereby  pledged  to  the  Federal  au- 
thorities. 

Resolved^  That  copies  of  the  above  preamble  and  resolutions  be  sent 
to  each  of  our  Representatives  and  Senators  in  Congress,  and  to  the 
Executives  of  the  several  States. 

In  the  adoption  of  which  I  am  instructed  to  respectfully  ask  the  con- 
currence of  the  Senate.

That 
we  do  not  recognize  in  the  diversity  of  our  institutions  any  cause  of  con- 
flict between  diflferent  States,  but,  on  the  contrary,  we  deem  the  varie- 
ties of  climate,  soil,  productions,  domestic  institutions,  industry  and 
modes  of  thought  throughout  our  widely  extended  territorv,  pounds  of 
a  more  lasting  and  perfect  union ;  that  we  regard  its  dissolution  as  em- 
inentlv  disastrous  to  all  our  interests,  and  dangerous  to  civil  and  reli- 
gious liberty. 

2.  That  it  is  the  prompting  of  patriotism,  and  the  dictate  of  wisdom, 
to  make  an  earnest  efltbrt  to  save  the  Union  by  conciliation  and  conces- 
sion ;  and  therefore,  in  the  spirit  of  compromise,  we  are  willing  to  accept 
the  amendments  to  the  Constitution,  proposed  in  the  United  States  Sen- 
ate by  Senator  Douglas,  or  those  proposed  by  Senator  Crittenden,  or  the 
"Border  State  proposition,"  or  any  other  plan  of  conciliation  and  com- 
promise which  has  been,  or  may  be  oflerea,  by  which  harmony  may  be 
restored  between  the  people  of  the  diflferent  sections  of  the  country,  and 
the  Union  perpetuatea. 

3.  That  we  deny  the  constitutional  right  of  any  State,  or  any  portion 
of  the  people  thereof,  to  secede  from  the  Union,  and  that  we  are  equally 
opposed  to  nullification  at  the  North  and  secession  at  the  South,  as  vio- 
lative of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States. 

4.  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Legislature,  the  employment  of  milita- 
ry force  by  the  Federal  Goverment  to  coerce  sulnnissioji  of  the  seceding 
States,  will  inevitably  plunge  the  country  into  civil  war,  and  entirely  ex- 
tinguish all  hope  of  a  settlement  of  the  fearful  issues  now  pending  be- 
fore the  country.  We  therefore  earnestly  entreat  as  well  the  Federal 
Government  as  the  seceding  states,  to^  withhold  and  stay  the  arm  of  mili- 
tary power,  and  on  no  pretext  whatever  to  bring  on  the  nation  the  hor- 
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rorB  of  dvil  war,  until  the  people  themselves  can  take  such  action  as  onr 
troubles  demand. 

6.  That  we  recognize  the  power  and  duty  of  the  Federal  Government 
to  protect  the  property  of  the  United  States.  And  we  recognize,  and 
declare  the  duty  and  power  of  the  Federal  Government,  through  the 
civil  authorities  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  States,  to  enforce  all  laws 
passed  in  pursuance  of  the  constitution ;  but  we  distinctly  deny  that  the 
Federal  Government  has  any  constitutional  power  to  call  out  the  milita- 
ry to  execute  those  laws  within  the  limits  and  jurisdiction  of  any  State, 
except  in  aid  of  the  civil  authorities. 

6.  That  no  political  organization  deserves  the  confidence  of  the 
American  people  whose  leaders  and  members,  preferring  party  to  coun- 
try, and  the  unity  of  their  party  organization  to  the  union  of  the  States, 
will  rush  madly  into  civil  war,  fraternal  strife  and  disunion,  in  prefer- 
ence to  a  fair  and  honorable  compromise,  founded  upon  such  mutual 
concessions  as  are  consistent  with  the  rights  of  all  the  States,  and  may 
be  essential  to  the  existence  of  the  Federal  Union. 

7.  That  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Legislature  of  every  State  of  this  Union, 
which  has  passed  laws  to  obstruct  or  embarrass  the  surrender  of  fugitive 
slaves,  commonly  called  Personal  Liberty  Laws,  to  immediately  repeal 
all  such  laws,  and  we  rejoice  to  say  that  no  such  laws  have  ever  been 
found  among  the  statutes  of  Illinois.

To  ike  Senate  of  the  State  of  lUinoia  : 

The  undersigned,  a.  majority  of  the  special  committee,  appointed  un- 
der a  resolution  adopted  by  the  Senate,  January  81,  1861,  dircctiug  them 
to  visit  the  Treasurer's  ofSce,  and  inspect  the  safes  and  other  means  for 
securely  keeping  the  public  money,  and  to  count  the  money  in  said  oflSce, 
and  to  inquire  whether  or  not  any  portion  of  the  money  belonging  to 
the  State  has  been  kept  at  any  other  place  than  in  the  treasury  within 
the  two  years  past;  if  so,  where  kept,  for  what  purpose,  and  what  amount; 
also,  whether  or  not  any  portion  of  the  public  money  has  been  loaned 
or  used  for  private  purposes  within  the  last  two  years,  and  if  so,  to  wliom 
loaned,  at  what  rate  of  interest,  and  how  much  has  been  so  loaned,  or 
otherwise  used  for  private  purposes,  Arc,  would  respectfully  report,  that 
in  pursuance  of  the  duties  imposed  upon  them  by  said  resolution,  they 
have  examined  said  Treasurer's  office,  and  counted  the  money  of  the 
State  therein,  and  find  that  the  total  amoimt  of  funds  with  which  the 
Treasurer  was  properly  chargeable  on  the  11th  day  of  February,  1861, 
upon  which  day  we  made  the  examination,  was  $1,041,355  77,  and  that 
there  was  on  that  day  in  the  treasury,  in  cash,  the  sum  of  $6liy,211  12, 
and  that  there  was  that  day  to  the  credit  of  the  State  of  Illinois  in  the 
American  Exchange  Bank,  in  the  city  of  New  York,  the  sum  of  $50,- 
674  68;  making  a  total  of  what  may  properlv  be  considered  money  in 
the  treasury  the  sum  of  $749,885  80.  We  lurther  find  that  the  Treas- 
urer had  paid  warrants  drawn  on  him  in  pursuance  of  law,  for  the  Jan- 
uary interest  on  the  public  debt,  and  for  school  and  Central  railroad  war 
rants  up  to  that  time  and  since  the  making  up  of  his  biennial  report,  the 
sum  of  $291,495  65.  This  includes  warrants  drawn  on  the  revenue 
fund  for  $14,970  90,  and  which  had  been  paid,  and  to  that  amount  this 
fund  was  overdrawn,  and  thus  showing,  with  the  cash  on  hand  and  the 
sum  in  New  York  and  warrants  paid,  the  sum  of  $1,041,381  45.  From 
this  statement  it  will  appear  that  the  Treasurer  has  accounted  for,  and 
shows  to  be  in  the  treasury,  a  surplus  of  $25  68 ;  which  dilference  we 
did  not  consider,  in  view  of  the  limited  time  we  could  devote  to  this 
matter,  to  be  of  sufficient  importance  to  go  over  the  books  and  ascertain 
where  the  error  was. 
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We  take  pleasure  in  saying  that  in  this  investigation  the  Treasurer 
afforded  us  every  facility  and  assistance  in  his  power  to  enable  us  to  as- 
certain the  exact  condition  of  said  office. 

In  reference  to  the  better  securing  of  the  public  money,  and  condition 
of  the  safes,  we  can  say  that  in  our  opinion  the  legislation  of  the  pre- 
sent session,  requiring  improvements  and  alterations  to  be  made  in  the 
vault  in  that  office,  when  carried  out  will  effectually  secure  the  safe  keep- 
ing of  the  public  money,  so  far  as  safes  and  places  to  keep  the  same  in 
are  concerned. 

Since  your  committee  was  appointed  we  have  not  had  any  time  to  de- 
vote, officially,  to  the  performance  of  that  part  of  our  duties  which  di- 
rected us  to  inquire  whether  or  not  any  portion  of  the  public  money  has 
been  kept  at  any  other  place  than  in  the  treasury  withm  two  years  past, 
or  whether  any  part  of  it  has  been  loaned  out  or  not,  &c,;  but  from  the 
information  wliich  has  reached  your  committee,  and  which,  as  individ- 
uals, they  are  in  possession  of,  they  are  entirely  satisfied  that  within  the 
two  years  last  past,  but  previous  to  the  incoming  of  the  present  Treas- 
urer, the  money  belonging  to  the  State  was  not  always  in  tne  State  treas- 
ury as  required  by  law,  and  that  portions  of  the  same  had  been  kept  at 
other  places  or  loaned  for  a  consideration,  by  the  previous  officer.  It 
is  due  to  the  present  Treasurer  to  state  fully  that  no  evidence  of  any 
kind  has  been  submitted  to  them  personally,  or  otherwise,  which  in  the 
least  shows  any  departure  from  duty  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the 
office  in  his  hands. 

We  merely  state  what  we  are  satisfied  is  true  in  relation  to  the  acts  of 
the  late  Treasurer,  and  Teave  it  for  the  Senate  to  say  whether  any  fur- 
ther action  shall  be  taken  in  the  premises.

A  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  regulate  the  practice  in  the  fifth  judicial 
circuit  of  the  State  of  Illinois"  having  passed  both  Houses,  has  been 
submitted  to  me  for  approval. 

The  bill  provides  that  before  any  causes,  except  criminal  causes,  shall 
be  docketed  in  any  of  the  counties  composing  said  circuit,  that  the  party 
desiring  to  docket  such  cause  shall  pay  to  the  clerk  the  sum  of  one  dol- 
lar, to  be  charged  to  and  collected  oft"  of  the  unsuccessful  party  as  other 
costs,  and  that  the  clerk  pay  over  to  the  judge  of  said  court  all  sums 
which  may  have  been  received,  under  the  provisions  of  said  act,  on  the 
last  day  of  each  term. 

Without  deciding  whether  the  bill  is  hable  to  the  constitutional  ob- 
jection of  an  increase  of  the  salary  of  the  judge,  or  whether  it  would  be 
partial  in  its  operation,  as  conferring  upon,the  judge  of  one  circuit  com- 
pensation to  which  all  might  be  equally  entitled,  or  whether  it  would 
not  be  adding  too  much  to  the  burdens  of  parties  litigant,  I  am  satisfied 
that  for  another  reason  it  should  not  (at  present,  at  least,)  receive  my 
approval.

Mr.  Underwood,  by  consent,  called  up  a  House  message  concerning 
the  Senate  joint  resolution  of  the  18th  February,  reMrdmg  the  publi- 
cation of  the  laws  of  this  General  Assembly  in  the  Illinois  Journal  and 
State  Kegister.

The  amendment  was  read  and  concurred  in,  and  the  resolution,  as 
amended,  was  adopted. 

By  consent,  Mr.  Oglesby,  from  the  committee  on  military  affairs,  to 
which  was  referred  a  jBLouse  bill  entitled  "A  bill  for  the  reorganization 
of  the  militia  of  Elinois,"  returned  the  same,  with  a  written  report ; 
which  was  read,  as  follows : 

The  committee  on  military  affairs,  to  which  was  referred  House  biU 
for  "An  act  for  the  reorganization  of  the  militia  of  Illinois,"  have  had 
the  same  under  consideration,  and  have  instructed  me  to  report  as 
follows :  That  heartily  concurring  in  the  views  of  his  Excellency  the 
Governor  in  his  recommendation  upon  the  subject,  as  set  forth  in  his 
inaugural  address,  that  "  The  wisdom  and  experience  gained  in  the  past 
has  demonstrated  the  impoi-tance  of  an  efficient  force  at  the  disposal  of 
government;  and  while  the  spirit  of  our  institutions  is  justly  hostile  to  a 
large  standing  army,  yet  it  contemplates  the  latent  existence  of  this  force 
in  the  people,  organized  and  effective,  as  a  militia.'^  And  believing, 
moreover,  that  the  subject  is  one  full  of  the  deepest  interest  to  the  State, 
and  should  receive  the*  fullest  and  fairest  discussion  and  reflection  before 
any  definite  or  final  action  is  taken  thereon ;  and  in  view  of  the  brief 
time  allowed  to  the  committee  to  which  the  matter  has  been  referred, 
every  member  of  which  has  been  constantly  employed,  in  other  commit- 
tees, upon  matters  of  grave  state  legislation — it  has  been  deemed  advi- 
sable, at  this  late  day  of  the  session,  to  take  no  further  action  upon  the 
bill  referred  to  them,  but  to  report  the  same  back  to  tlie  Senate,  with  a 
recommendation  that  it  lie  upon  the  table. 

In  coming  to  this  conclusion  your  committee  have  not  forgotten  the 
many  apparent  deficiencies  of  the  existing  militia  law  of  this  State — 
neither  have  they  overlooked  the  present  agitated  and  equivocal  state 
of  the  country ;  but  rather  than  attempt,  at  this  critical  period  of  our 
national  difficulties,  to  fix  upon  the  State  an  entirely  new  system  of 
militia  service,  such  as  is  contemplated  by  the  provisions  of  the  bill  now 
under  consideration,  which  has  not  and  now  cannot  receive  that  atten- 
tion the  gravity  of  the  subject  demands,  it  has  been  thought  more  pru- 
dent to  submit  to  the  defects  of  the  present  system  than  to  encounter 
the  risk  of  the  one  proposed  by  this  Dill.  Giving  it  that  consideration 
which  the  jsommittee  nad  at  their  disposal,  it  has  seemed  to  us  that 
while  the  proposed  system  is  entirely  inadequate  to  a  state  of  war,  it  is 
too  complex  and  burdensome  for  peace.  If  it  is  contemplated  by  the 
new  system  to  meet  any  apprehended  internal  difficulties^  it  strikes  the 
committee  that  too  much  time  will  be  required  to  put  it  in  working 
order.  That  should  such  a  necessity  arise,  without  regard  to  the  com- 
plicated provisions  of  the  proposed  system,  the  whole  country,  having 
the  love  of  the  Union  at  heart,  would  rise  en  masee^  and,  disregarding 
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the  hindrances  of  a  militia  law,  volunteer  their  services  to  the  proper 
authority  of  the  State  speedily  and  without  delay.  Should  the  appre- 
hended difficulties  pass  away,  and  peace  return  once  more  to  this  a^tated 
and  overheated  land,  then  it  is  obvious  that  no  such  system  is  desirable; 
for  it  is  not  to  be  overlooked  that  however  many  virtues  the  proposed 
system  may  have,  it  is  also  incumbered  with  such  provisions  as  will 
require  time  and  some  expense  to  put  it  in  practical  operation — which 
will  necessarily  require  additional  taxation ;  and  the  committee  have 
felt  that  it  would  be  unwise,  at  this  time,  to  ask  of  the  people  any 
further  support  to  carry  on  the  State  government,  could  such  a  resort 
be  avoided.  And  we  are  further  fully  impressed  with  the  conviction  that 
if,  after  all  efforts  to  stay  the  present  unhappv  agitation,  bordering  on  in- 
sanity, in  the  southern  portion  of  the  United  States,  whereby  the  blessings 
of  peace  are  seriously  threatened,  a  time  shall  come  when  patriots  must 
be  forced  to  arms,  upon  the  call  of  the  Governor  of  the  State,  to  meet 
the  emergency,  such  a  response  will  be  made  by  the  people  and  their 
representatives  throughout  the  State  that  no  omission  to  act  upon  this 
matter  now  can  be  of  the  least  consequence  or  in  any  respect  detrimen- 
tal to  the  public  good.

PROCLAMATION   BY   THE   GOVERNOR. 

I,  Richard  Yates,  Governor  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  by  virtue  of  the 
authority  vested  in  me  by  the  constitution,  hereby  convene  the  Legis- 
lature of  said  State,  and  the  members  of  the  2'2d  session  of  the  General 
Assembly  are  hereby  required  to  be  and  appear  in  their  respective 
places,  at  the  Capitol,  in  the  city  of  Springheld,  on  Tuesday,  the  23d 
day  of  April,  a.  d.  1861,  for  the  purpose  of  enacting  such  laws,  and 
adopting  such  measures  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  upon  the  following 
subjects,  to-wit:  The  more  perfect  organization  and  ec^nipment  of  the 
militia  of  this  State,  and  placing  the  same  upon  the  best  footing;  and 
to  render  eflBcient  assistance  to  the  general  governineut  in  preserving 
the  Union,  enforcing  the  laws,  and  protecting  the  pro])crty  and  rights 
of  the  people.  Also,  to  raising  such  money  and  other  means  as  may 
be  required  to  carry  out  the  foregoing  objects,  and  also  to  provide  for 
the  expenses  of  such  session. 
In  testimony  whereof,  I  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  have  caused  the  great 

seal  of  State  to  be  hereunto  affixed,  at  the  city  of  Springfield,  this 

15th  day  of  April,  a.  d.  1861.

A  message  from  the  Governor,  by  W.  S.  Marshall,  private  Secretary. 

Exi:(:uTivB  Department,  Spkinij^fieli),  April  23,  1861. 

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State  of  Illinois  : 

Gentlemen — The  constitution  authorizes  me  on  extraordinary  occa- 
sions to  convene  the  Legislature  in  special  session.  Certainly  no  occa- 
sion could  have  arisen  more  extraordinary  than  the  one  which  is  now 
presented  to  us.  A  plan  conceived  and  cherished  by  some  able  but 
misguided  statesmen  of  the  southern  states  for  many  years  past,  founded 
upon  an  inadmissible  and  destructive  interpretation  of  our  national 
constitution,  considered  until  very  recently  as  merely  visionary,  has  been 
partially  carried  iiro  practical  execution  by  ambitious  and  restless  lead- 
ers, to  the  great  jieril  of  our  noble  Union,  of  our  democratic  institutions 
and  of  our  public  and  private  prosperity. 
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The  popalar  discontct,  consequent  inevitably  upon  a  warmly  contested 
presidential  election,  v,  l-'oh  heretofore  has  always  soon  Kubsided  amongst 
a  people  having  the  prol'oandest  respect  for  their  self-imposed  laws,  and 
bowing  respecttuUy  before  the  majesty  of  the  popniar  will,  constitution- 
ally expressed ;  this  discontent  was  in  this  instance  artfully  seized  iipon, 
and  before  there  was  time  for  the  an^ry  passions  to  subside,  one  State 
after  another  was  precipitated  out  of  the  tfnion  bv  a  machinery  wanting, 
in  most  instances,  the  nanction  of  the  people  in  the  sec*eding  states. 

No  previous  effort  was  made  by  the  disloyal  states  to  procure  redress 
for  supposed  ^rievancert.  Impelled  by  bold  and  sagacious  leaders, 
disunionists  at  heart,  they  spurned  in  advance  all  proffers  of  compromise. 
The  property  of  the  Union,  its  forts  and  arsenals,  costing  the  people  of 
all  the  states  enormoub  sums  of  money,  were  seized  with  a  strong  nand. 
Our  noble  flag,  which  had  protected  the  now  seceding  portions  of  the 
confederacy  within  its  ample  folds  in  their  infancy,  and  which  is  the 
pride  of  every  true  and  loyal  American  heart,  and  which  had  become 
respected  and  revered  throughout  the  world  as  the  symbol  of  democracy 
and  liberty,  was  insulted  and  trampled  in  the  dust. 

All  this  time  the  fedena  government,  intent  upon  peace,  trusting  that 
forbearance  would  restore  friendly  relations  and  remove  the  alienations 
founded  upon  delusive  apprehensions  of  aggressions  upon  southern 
rights,  exhioited  an  indulgence  and  toleration  of  wrong  and  insult  from 
our  erring  brethren  unparalleled  in  the  history  of  nations.  No  impedi- 
ment was  thrown  in  the  way  of  men  who  had  openly  disowned  and 
treasonably  defied  tlieir  i^overnment.  Their  mail  facilities  and  com- 
merce were  not  interru]  .red.  The  utmost  liberty  of  speech  and  the  press 
were  tolerated,  allowing  them  with  impunity  to  express  their  views  in 
all  the  loyal  states.  Thc^y  had  uninterrupted  ingress  and  egress,  and 
were  permitted  to  mingle  with  the  citizens  of  all  the  other  states  without 
molestation,  and  to  disseminate  their  doctrines  everywhere.  The  action 
of  the  government  was  confined  to  a  passive  resistance  and  to  the  hold- 
ing, occupying  and  possessing  the  property  of  the  United  States.  Inva- 
sion was  not  only  not  threatened,  but  distinctly  disavowed,  both  by  the 
former  and  present  administrations. 

In  the  meantime,  strenuous  efforts  were  made  by  Union  men  in  the 
border  states,  and  in  the  free  states,  to  brinsr  abont  a  reconciliation. 
Congress  proposed  by  a  decided  vote  an  amendment  to  the  constitution, 
by  which  all  appreheubiou  ot  an  interference  with  the  domestic  institu- 
tions of  any  state  was  to  be  quieted*  by  giving  to  the  universally  pre- 
vailing sentiment  of  such  non-inteiference  the  highest  constitutional 
sanction.  Territorial  bills  were  passed,  which  did  not  contain  any  asser- 
tion on  the  part  of  congress  of  the  right  to  prohibit  slavery  in  the  ter- 
ritories, so  tnat  the  perplexing  territorial  question,  as  regards  the  insti- 
tution of  slavery,  was  virtually  set  at  rest. 

A  conferenoe  of  cominisftioners,  at  the  instance  of  the  commonwealth 
of  Virginia,  was  held  at  the  capital,  attended  by  nearly  all  the  border 
states  and  all  the  free  states,  with  but  one  or  two  exceptions.  Proposi- 
tions of  a  highly  concii-atory  character  were  adopted  by  a  majority  of 
the  free  states  representor  in  said  conference ;  but  before  oongress  had 
even  time  to  consider  them,  they  were  denounced  by  leading  men  in  the 
border  states,  and  by  almost  every  one  ot  their  members  of  Congress, 
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as  unsatisfactory,  and  inadmissible,  though  they  met  the  approval  of  the 
best  patriots  and  of  the  mass  of  the  people  in  the  border  states.  The 
seceded  states  treated  them  with  the  utmost  contempt.  That  under  such 
circumstances,  and  when  no  practical  object  could  be  obtained,  the 
representatives  of  the  free  states  dedined  to  adopt  them,  is  no  matter 
of  surprise. 

A  proposition,  first  made  by  the  Legislature  of  Kentucky,  for  the  call 
of  a  ]>Fational  Constitutional  Convention,  as  provided  in  the  constitution, 
for  the  redress  of  all  fi^rievances,  undoubtedly  the  best  and  surest  mode 
af  settling  all  difficulties,  was  responded  to  by  Illinois,  and  by  many 
other  free  states,  and  such  a  convention  was  definitely  recommended  by 
the  present  administration  on  its  advent  to  the  government.  Enough 
had  been  done  by  the  border  and  free  states  to  satisfy  every  rational 
mind  that  the  south  would  have  nothing  to  fear  from  any  measures  to 
be  passed  by  Congress,  or  even  by  any  of  the  state  legislatures. 

Public  sentiment  was  everywhere,  in  the  free  states,  for  peace  and 
compromise.  No  better  proof  could  be  required,  than  the  facts  I  have 
stated,  that  the  conspiracy,  which  has  now  assumed  such  formidable 
dimensions,  and  which  is  threatening  the  destruction  of  the  fairest 
fabric  of  human  wisdom  and  human  liberty,  is  of  long  standing,  and  is 
wholly  independent  of  the  election  of  a  particular  person  to  the  Presi- 
dential office,  than  the  manner  in  which  the  seceded  states  have  acted 
toward  their  loyal  brethren  of  the  south  and  north  since  they  have 
entered  upon  their  criminal  enterprise.  We  must  do  them,  however, 
the  justice  to  say,  that  all  their  public  documents,  and  all  the  speeches 
of  their  controlling  leaders,  candidly  admit  that  the  Presidential  election 
has  not  been  the  cause  for  their  action,  and  that  they  were  impelled  by 
far  diiferent  motives. 

So  forbearing  and  pacific  has  been  the  policy  of  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment— anxiously  hoping  for  a  return  to  reason  in  the  minds  of  our 
southern  brethren — that  they  were  suffered  to  erect  their  batteries  in 
the  laws  of  our  guns  at  Sumter — ^finally  losing  to  us  that  strong  fortress 
by  the  most  unexampled  forbearance  and  reluctance  to  the  sheading  the 
blood  of  our  countrymen.  And  a  simple  attempt,  on  the  part  of  our 
constitutional  goyemment,  to  provision  a  starving  garrison  in  one  of 
our  forts,  of  which  the  revolutionary  authorities  had  received  official 
notice  from  the  government,  has  been  made  the  occasion  for  a  destruc- 
tive bombardment  of  that  fort  Overpowered  by  numbers  our  gallant 
men  had  to  lower  our  glorious  flag,  and  to  surrender  on  terms  dictated 
by  rebels. 

The  spirit  of  a  free  and  braye  people  is  aroused  at  last.  Upon  the 
first  call  of  the  constitutional  government  they  are  rushing  to  arms. 
Fully  justified  in  the  eyes  of  the  worid  and  in  the  light  of  history,  they 
have  resolved  to  save  the  government  of  our  fathers,  to  preserve  the 
Union  so  dear  by  a  thousana  memories  and  promising  so  much  of  hap- 
piness to  them  and  their  children,  and  to  bear  aloft  the  fla^  which  for 
eighty-five  years  has  gladdened  the  hearts  of  the  struggling  free  on 
every  continent,  island  and  sea  under  the  whole  Heavens.  Our  own 
noble  State,  as  of  yore,  has  responded  in  a  voice  of  thunder.  The 
entire  mass  is  alive  to  the  crisis,  if,  in  Mexico,  our  Hardin,  and  Shields, 
and  Bissell,  and  Baker,  and  their  gallant  comrades,  were  found^  closest 
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to  their  colors,  anci  in  the  thickest  of  the  fight,  and  shed  imperishable 
lustre  npon  the  tame  and  glory  of  Illinois,  now  tluir  the  struggle  is  for 
our  very  nationality,  and  for  the  stars  and  stripep,  lier  every  son  will  be 
a  soldier  and  bare  his  breast  to  the  storm  of  battle. 

The  attack  npon  Fort  Sumter  produced  a  most  stintling  transformation 
on  the  northern  mind — awakened  a  sleeping  giant,  and  served  to  show, 
as  no  other  event  in  all  the  history  of  the  past  ever  did,  the  deep-seated 
fervor  and  affection  with  which  our  whole  people  regai'd  our  glorious 
Union.  Party  distinctions  vanished,  as  a  mist,  in  a  single  night,  as  if 
by  magic;  and  parties  and  party  platforms  were  swept  as  a  morning 
dream  from  the  minds  of  men;  and  now  men  of  all  parties,  by  thou- 
sands, are  begging  for  places  in  the  ranks.  The  Mood  of  twenty  mil- 
lions of  frccmon  boils,  with  cauldron  heat,  to  replace  our  national  fli 
upon  the  very  walls  whence  it  was  insulted  and  by  traitor  hands  palle< 
down.  Every  villa.i^e  and  hamlet  resounds  with  beat  of  drum  and 
clangor  of  arms.  Three  hundred  thousand  men  wait  the  click  of  the 
wires  for  marchini^  orders,  and  all  the  giant  energie*^  of  the  northwest 
are  at  the  command  of  the  government.  Those  who  have  supposed 
that  the  people  of  the  free  states  wiU  not  fight  for  the  integrity  of  the 
Union,  and  that  they  will  siifler  another  government  to  be  carved  out 
of  the  boundaries  of  this  Union,  have  hugged  a  fatal  delusion  to  their 
bosoms,  for  our  peo[)le  will  wade  through  seas  of  blood  before  they  will 
see  a  single  star  or  a  solitary  stripe  erased  from  the  glorious  flag  of  our 
Union. 

The  services  already  tendered  me,  in  my  efforts  to  organize  troops, 
provide  means,  arms  and  provisions,  by  distinguished  members  of  the 
party,  hitherto  oj)posed  to  me  in  political  sentiments,  are  beyond  all 

[)rai6e,  and  are,  by  me,  in  behalf  oi  the  State,  most  cheerfully  acknow- 
edged.  There  are  now  more  companies  received  than  are  needed  under 
the  Presidential  call,  and  almost  unUmited  numbers  have  formed  and 
are  forming,  awaiting  further  orders.  A  single  inland  county  (La  Salle) 
tenders  nine  full  companies,  and  our  principal  citj'  (Chicago)  has  respon- 
ded with  eontribntions  of  men  and  money  worthy  of  her  fame  for  public 
spirit  and  patriotic  devotion.  Nearly  a  million  of  money  has  been 
offered  to  the  State,  as  a  loan^  by  our  patriotic  capitalists  and  other  pri- 
vate citizens,  to  pay  the  expenses  connected  with  the  raising  of  our 
State  troops  and  temporarily  providing  for  them. 

Civil  war,  it  must  be  confessed,  is  one  of  the  greatest  calamities  which 
can  befall  a  people.  And  such  a  war.  It  is  said  ''  when  Greek  meets 
Greek  then  comes  the  tug  of  war."  •  When  American  shall  meet  Ameri- 
can— when  the  fiery,  impetuous  valor  of  the  south  shall  come  in  contact 
with  the  cool,  determined  bravery  of  the  north,  then  blood  will  flow  to 
the  horses' bridles.  Would  that  the  calamity  might  be  averted!  Bnt 
the  destruction  of  our  government  is  a  far  greater  evil.  A  government 
which  is  the  hope  of  the  world — promising  more  of  happiness  to  ns 
and  our  children  and  the  millions  who  are  to  come  after  us,  and  to  the 
struggling  free  in  every  land,  than  any  government  ever  invented  by 
man,  must  vot^  shall  not  be  destroyed, 

A  govornTnont  that  submits  to  peaceable  secession  signs  its  own  death 
warrant.  What  would  be  left  of  our  Union?  No  matter  how  many 
states  it  might  for  the  present  still  comprise — ^this  would  give  us  not  a 
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inomenf  &  guarantee  against  further  dissolution,  if  the  right  to  secede 
once  were  peaceably  tolerated.  Government  ie  established  for  the  pro- 
tection of  rights  and  property,  and  when  built  upon  the  principle  of 
voluntary  dissolution,  it  ceases  to  furnish  that  protection;  it  ceases  to  be 
a  government  under  which  rational  men  can  live. 

We  draw  the  sword  then,  not  in  a  spirit  of  indignation  or  revenge, 
but  clearly  and  unmistakably  in  self-defense,  and  in  the  protection  of 
our  own  rights,  our  liberty  and  security,  for  our  property;  in  a  word, for 
the  nearest  and  dearest  interests  of  ourselves  and  our  posterity.  1  have 
thus  spoken,  because  an  impression  may  still  prevail  in  the  minds  of 
eome,  that  this  conflict  was  one  of  our  own  seeking,  and  one  which 
might  have  been  avoided  without  any  imminent  danger  to  the  yet  loyal 
parts  of  the  country.  77d^  is  not  so.  Secession  has  brought  about  its 
znevitable  results^  and  we  micst  crush  it  and  treason^  wherever  they  raise 
their  unsightly  heads^  or  perish  ourselves. 

In  this  sudden  emergency,  when  the  call  was  made  by  the  national 
government,  I  found  myself  greatly  embarrassed,  by  what  still  remains 
on  our  statute  book,  as  a  militia  law,  and  by  the  entire  want  of  organi- 
zation of  our  military  force.  A  great  portion  of  this  law  has  grown 
entirely  obsolete,  ana  cAunot  be  carried  out,  and  moreover  is  in  conflict 
with  the  instructions  of  the  war  department,  which  latter  are  based  on 
the  various  military  laws  of  the  United  States  now  in  force.  But  as 
far  as  possible,  I  have  made  an  effort  to  keep  within  the  provisions  of 
our  law. 

I  have  to  call  your  attention  most  emphatically  to  the  enactment  of  a 
practicable  militia  law,  as  recommended  in  my  inaugural  address,  which 
should  recognize  the  principle  of  volunteering  as  one  of  its  most  promi- 
nent features.  It  ought  to  be  plain  and  intelligible  as  well  as  concise 
and  comprehensive.  It  ought  to  provide  for  many  emergencies  and 
future  contingencies,  and  not  for  the  present  moment  alone.  I  trust 
that  our  conflict  will  not  be  a  protracted  one ;  but  if  it  unfortunately 
should  be,  we  may  well  expect  that  what  is  now  done  by  enthusiasm, 
and  in  the  first  effervescence  of  popular  excitement,  may  hereafter  have 
to  be  done  by  a  stem  sense  of  duty,  to  be  regulated  by  an  equally  stern 
law.  Trials  may  come,  which  can  only  be  met  by  endurance  and  patient 
performance  of  prescribed  duty. 

I  deem  the  passage  of  a  well  digested  militia  law  the  more  necessary, 
as  it  seems  to  me,  that  the  present  levy  of  troops,  which  will  soon  pass 
under  the  control  of  the  general  government,  is  insufficient  to  protect 
our  State  against  threatened  invasion,  and  such  commotions  as  frequently 
follow  in  the  train  of  war.  I  would  recommend  to  keep  an  active  militia 
force,  consisting  ol'  infantry,  cavalry  and  artillery,  for  some  time  to  come, 
at  least;  also  a  reserve  force  for  protection  against  dangers  of  any  kind, 
and  for  the  purpose  of  readily  complying,  from  time  to  time,  with  the 
requisitions  of  the  general  government. 

It  is  for  you,  representatives  of  the  people,  if  you  coincide  with  my 
views  in  this  respect,  to  pass  the  proper  laws  to  accomplish  the  object* 
recommended  to  your  most  earnest  consideration. 

In  the  organisation  of  troops,  the  collecting  of  provisions  and  arms 
and  munitions  of  war,  preparing  a  camp,  employing  various  agents  to 
carry  out  the  orders  which  haa  to  be  given  for  these  purposes^  some 
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expenses  &ave  been  already  incurred,  which  cannot  be  met  by  the  con- 
tingent  fund,  which  yon  are  iiware  is  a  very  limited  one.  The  exft-ndi- 
tnree  which  will  have  to  be  nutde  before  our  troops  are  mu^teied  into* 
the  service  of  the  United  States,  though  they  will  all  be  refunded  by 
virtue  of  the  now  existing  laws  of  Congress,  and  consequently  will  not 
burthen  our  treasury  ultimately,  will  have  to  be  borne  fer  the  present 
by  us.  Should  you,  as  I  earnestly  hope,  provide  for  an  active  t4>rce  of 
militia,  to  be  kept  up  for  a  time  to  be  limited  by  your  wisdc»iii,  a  con- 
siderable expenditure  will  have  to  be  incurred,  and  it  will  have  tc>  be 
provided  for  by  a  loan,  the  taking  of  which  is  already  secured  l<y  the 
generous,  patriotic  and  ample  tenoers  of  our  own  fellow  citizens. 

To  this  end,  I  recommend  the  appropriation  by  the  Legislature  of  a 
sum  not  exceeding  three  millions  of  dollars,  so  much  ot  which  only  ifi^ 
to  be  expended  as  the  public  exigencies  may  require;  and  I  wuuhi  fur- 
ther recommend  that  a  law  be  passed  authorizing  the  Governor  to  accept 
the  services  of  ten  regiments,  in  addition  to  those  already  called  out  by 
the  general  government. 

Though  the  con8tituti*>n  has  very  properly  restricted  the  centraoting^ 
of  a  public  debt  in  all  ordinary  eases,  it  has,  with  commendable  fore^^ight,. 
provided  for  cases  of  emergency  such  as  the  present,  in  allowing  loans 
to  be  made  '^or  the  purpose  of  repelling  invasion^  suppressing  insurrec- 
tion, or  defending  the  State  in  war."  1  invite  you  to  a  prompt  action 
on  this  all-important  subject,  and  feel  no  hesitation  that  you  will  come- 
forward  with  a  zeal  and  alacrity,  in  providing  ample  means  for  the- 
present  emergency,  eerresponding  to  the  devotion  of  our  people  to  their 
sacred  honor  and  their  glorious  ubls. 

It  has  come  to  my  knowledge  that  there  are  several  thousand  stand 
of  arms  scattered  over  the  State,  which  are,  however,  not  of  the  moet 
approved  construction^,  and  need  to  be  exchanged  tor  others,  or  to  be 

frovided  with  the  more  modern  ftppliances  to  make  them  serviceable^ 
have  already  instituted  means  to  have  these  collected  at  the  State 
Armory  at  the  capital,  and  what  disposition  sbaU  be  made  of  them  is 
respecttuUy  submitted  to  your  eonsideration. 

Other  measures  may  be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  lending  effi- 
cient assistance  to  the  general  government  m  preserving  the  Union^ 
enforcing  the  laws,  and  protecting  the  rights  and  property  of  the  people^ 
which  Imust  leave  to  your  judgment  and  wisdom.  As  one  of  such 
measures,  however,  2  recommend  the  propriety  of  passing  a  law  restrain- 
ing the  telegraph  in  our  State  from  receiving  and  transmitting  any 
messages,  die  ooject  of  which  shall  be  to  encourage  a  violation  of  the 
laws  m  this  State  or  the  United  Staites,  and  to  refuse  all  messages  in 
cypher,  except  when  they  are  sent  by  the  state  or  satioBal  authorities, 
or  citizens  known  to  be  loyal. 

And  now,  as  we  love  our  common  country,  in  aH  its  parts,  with  all  its 
blessings  of  climate  and  culture;  its  mountains,  valleys  and  streams; 
as  we  cherish  its  history  and  the  memory  of  the  world'a  only  Washing- 
ton ;  as  we  love  our  free  civilization,  striking  its  roots  deep  down  into 
those  principles  of  truth  and  justice  eternal  as  God;  as  we  love  our 
government  so  free,  our  institutions  so  noble,  our  boundaries  so  broad^ 
as  we  love  our  grand  old  flag,  '^sign  of  the  free  heart's  only  home,''  that 
is  cheered  and  hailed  in  every  sea  and  haven  of  the  world,  let  us  reaolvE^ 
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that  we  will  preserve  that  Union  and  those  institutions,  and  that  there 
shall  be  no  peace  till  the  traitorous  and  bloody  palmetto  shall  be  hurled 
from  the  battlements  of  Sumter,  and  the  star  spangled  banner  in  its 
stead  wave  defiantly  in  the  face  of  traitors,  with  every  star  and  every 
stripe  flaming  from  all  its  ample  folds. 

Gentlemen,  I  commend  the  destiny  of  our  noble  and  gallant  State,  in 
this  its  hour  of  peril,  to  your  wise  and  patriotic  deliberations  and  prudent 
and  determinate  action.  May  the  God  of  our  fathers,  who  guided  our 
Washington  throughout  the  trying  scenes  of  the  Revolution,  and  gave 
to  our  fathers  strength  to  build  up  our  sacred  Union,  and  to  frame  a 
government,  which  has  been  the  center  of  our  attections  and  the  admi- 
ration of  the  world,  be  still  with  us,  and  preserve  our.  country  from 
destruction. 

In  the  firm  belief,  that  we  are  in  the  hands  of  a  Supreme  ruling  power, 
whose  will  is  wisdom,  let  us  manfully  maintain  our  rights  and  our  consti- 
tution and  Union  to  the  last  extremity.  Let  us  so  act  that  our  children 
and  children's  children,  when  we  are  laid  in  the  dust,  will  hold  us  in 

Sateful  remembrance,  and  will  bless  our  memories,  as  we  do  now  bless 
e  heroes  and  patriots  who  achieved  our  independence,  and  transmitted 
to  us  the  priceless  heritage  of  American  liberty.

plied from  companies  from  other  districts  in  the  order  in  which  said 
companies  are  or  have  been  tendered  to  the  GovernoT.'"
